The an article which appears in the New York Times 
Storm-Cloud 2" ' appears in the New York Times 
in Russia, ‘0m the pen of Mr. HERMAN BERNSTEIN, and is 
reproduced in our present issue. The article is a 

most distressing illustration of the methods by which Jew-hatred is 
manufactured in Russia. It reveals the Court and the bureaucracy. in 
league, for the purpose of poisoning the minds of the populace with the 
foulest anti-Jewish slanders, with a blackmailing scoundrel who was 
expelled from the Catholic Church. Some few years ago a shudder 
went through Europe—or the more enlightened sections of it-——when it 
became known that an official printing press was sending forth incite- 
ments to Jew massacres. But that crime was trivial beside the 


atrocious behaviour of the governing circles, 1s set forth in the columns 
of our American contemporary. | 


What is going forward in Russia just now is nothing less than an 
attempt, based upon the preposterous blood legend, to bring about a 
slaughter of the Jewish population upon a scale which would eclipse 
even the last pogroms. It synchronises characteristically enough with 
the appearance of symptoms which foretell, to use the words of M, 
MENSCHIKOFF in the’Novoe Vremya, social-revolutionary terror like 
that which convulsed Russia in 1905-1906." If the effort which is 
clearly being made against our brethren should succeed, the blood of 
the Jewish inhabitants will lie at the door of the TSAR and his 
myrmidons. But Western Europe will not be able to escape 


its share of guilt. For political reasons, which we hold to 
be ill-founded and erroneous, it has chosen to enter into 
alliance with the sanguinary Russian governing system. To that 


extent it must be regarded as particeps criminis. A whole people is 
being sacrificed, in the very sight of Christendom, upon the altar of 
bitter racial hate. And this startling tragedy is passing without a 
word of notice or a syllable of rebuke! Meanwhile it will be as well 
if our own coreligionists would take what steps they can to mitigate 
the fate that appears imminent for our people who are subjects of the 
T'SAR, since they cannot obviate the doom that unhappily appears to 
be rising. We are sorely afraid that for the moment Jewish prospects 
in Russia are, to say the least, exceedingly gloomy. 


When commenting on the 
attacks on our people in South Wales, we said 
“Schadenfreude!” that one of the worst aspects of the wretched 
| affair was the encouragement that would be given 
to the scoundrels of the Russian Black Hundreds, who would point to 
the doings of Tredegar as some excuse for their infamy.

In the current issue of the Review of Reviews, Mr. STEAD says : 

The chief surprise of the strike was its sequel in the shape of an out- 
break of anti-Jewish pogrom in Monmouthshire and South Wales. We are 
all very much ashamed of the appearance of this particular brand of preda- 
tory crime in the district which was the seat of the Welsh revival, but it is 
impossible not to feel a little Schadenfreude at the confusion with which 
these pogroms cover the Pharisees of our Press, who are always holding up 
holy hands of horror whenever a Russian mob gives way to anti-Semite 
fanaticism. Perhaps when next we go up into the Temple to pray we shall 
not so loudly thank God that we are not sinners like the Russians, for 
experience has shown that with far less excuse our Welsh fellow-subjects are 
quite as capable of looting the premises of a Jew as any of the orthodox sub- 
jects of the Tsar in Odessa or in Kieff. : 

Schadenfreude! It is shameful! So much for the cant in which 
the editor of the Review of Reviews constantly indulges about Peace 
on Earth and Goodwill towards Men-—-so much for his notions of the 
Brotherhood of Man—so much for Christianity—d la Stead !

WE 


BOARDS of Guardians do not stand in the public estimation as 
models of good government. But, judging from 
the conduct of the Bethnal Green. Board, we are 
in the presence of an exceptionally stupid and 
| wrong-headed course of action. What that body 
appears to have done is, briefly, to have rejected the tenders 


of Jewish contractors solely on the ground that the tenderers 
were Jews. In one instance, this meant, according to the Press 
report, the acceptance of a tender which involved the payment

of nearly one half-penny more per gallon on 13,000 gallons of milk. 


The gentleman who was responsible for this wicked squandering of the 
ratepayers’ money is described as a member of a party, the main 
reason for whose existence is economy; and we should imagine that 
his party elsewhere will feel little satisfaction at his spendthrift 
behaviour. 


The Jews of Bethnal Green, however, have a far greater griev- 
ance in this matter, for they have not only been insulted and 
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ruled out of official contracts, but they are compelled, as ratepayers, to 
bear their proportion of the loss which this silly policy entails. The 


whole incident is probably the aftermath of the South Wales disturb-. 


ance; and, as such alone, is of any real consequence. It was, 
perhaps, too much to suppose that some foolish and bigoted people 
would not have their heads turned by the unfortunate Welsh occurrence. 
We do not suppose for a moment that the conduct of the Bethnal 
Green Guardians will find any imitators among other public bodies, 
who recognise that they are the trustees of the general public interests, 
and not the propagators of race-hatred at the public expense. Perhaps, 
the Board of Deputies will draw the attention of the Local Govern- 
ment Board to this reckless waste of the ratepayers’ money. If the 
Bethnal Green Guardians were made to pay the difference between 
the accepted and the lowest milk tenders out of their own pockets, we 
should probably hear less of these miserable exhibitions of race 
prejudice in the future. | | 

THERE is a side to these outbreaks which may almost be called 
amusing. Thus, one of the morning papers heads 
its account of the Bethnal: Green incident with the 
words Not anti-Semitism.’ A similar reading, 
as our readers are aware, has been sought to be given to the South 
Wales outbreak. But if these things are not anti-Semitism, what are 
they? Are they philo-Semitism? Are they a pleasant little billet- 
dowr despatehed to the Jewish inhabitants, or a novel thing in the 
way of a New Year's present? Are we to suppose that the sacking 
of the Jewish shops in South Wales and the barring of Jewish con- 
tractors in East London were merely an_ expression of tender 
interest-—perhaps on the principle of not sparing the rod and spoiling the 
child? We observe that the Vice-Chairman of the Bethnal Green 
Guardians states that he does not regard the action of the boycotters 
as showing a feeling of anti-Semitism, in the broad sense.”’ Then, 
are we to regard it as anti-Semitism in the narrow sense? and, if so, 
which magnitude ought Jews to prefer, if it comes to the unhappy 
pinch of making a choice between the two? When the hooligans of 
South Wales smashed the Jewish shops to smithereens, we were told 
that it was a ease of the strikes and the general restiveness. Now, 
when the Bethnal Green Guardians take the bit between their teeth, 
and bolt in the direction of the Drumonts and the Stolypins, we are 
hidden. by one of their number (Miss JAMES, the Chairman of the 
Board) not to forget that the thermometer, when the Jews were 
victimised in Bethnal Green, “ was at 92 in the shade.”’

So that Jews, in addition to their ordinary cares, must now anxiously 


watch the mercury, and, if it mses over 90 degrees must pre-. 


pare for an outbreak of anti-Jewish sentiment. Surely, the last word 
must have been spoken in anti-Semitic propaganda when the Jews are 
to be retaliated upon for the vagaries of the English climate. But even 
when that happens there must be no mention of that awkward phrase 
anti-Semitism. The game may be indulged in, but not the name. 
There may be killing, but we must not call it murder. Would not 
similar outbreaks have o¢curred in South Wales, asks a correspondent 
this week, if the foreigners in the towns had been French or Chinese ? 
No doubt they would. But then they would have been called anti- 
Chinese or anti-French riots; and we may be quite sure that the 
French and Chinese Governments would have made no bones about 
that point. But when the Jews happen to be the victims then the 
riots are not anti-Jewish or anti-Semitic. Really, it is time this foolish 
make-believe ceased. It may be good diplomacy and fine tactics to 
pretend that what is, is not. But, for our part, we have our doubts. 


WITH profound satisfaction we record this week the taking of the 
first step towards the founding of a University’ of 
Jerusalem. The honour of this splendid departure 
belongs to that admirable philanthropist, Mr. S. 
RABINERSON, of Kieff. The form which his bene- 
faction has taken is the creation of two research studentships, and the 
happiness is afforded English Jews of seeing one of their number, Mr. 
HERBERT LOEWE, appointed to the first of them. The action of Mr. 
RABINERSON is among the most heartening that we have witnessed for 
many aday. It clothes Jerusalem, the scene of past glories and the 
centre of present hopes, with a new prestige and dignity. It is a chal- 
lenge to the rags and the dirt and the pauperism of the holy city. It is 
a re-assertion of the highest ideals of Judaism at the gathering point of 
many Jewish aspirations. All Jews, Zionist and non-Zionist alike, can 
rejoice in the new chapter thus begun in the history of the ancient 
Jewish heritage. And we trust that the Jewries of the dispersion will 


vie with one another in building generously upon the foundations which 
Mr. RABINERSON has so well and truly laid. 


A Bright 
Hope. 


THE approaching holidays bring forcibly to mind a synagogal 
difficulty which has, we are afraid, been very 

‘Some Holy-day inadequately dealt with by the community. This 
Problems. may be summed up in the query, ‘ What shall we 
- do with our boys?" The present practice is to 

arrange a special service outside the synagogue itself for the children 


of seatholders. The service is a short one, specially prepared, with no 
relation to speak of to the ritual for the day. It involves the separa- 
tion ef parents from children at a time when they should most be 


together, and it occasionally interferes sadly with the service going 
on in the synagogue itself. It is, in a word, thoroughly unsatisfactory 
in every respect. We do not deny that there is grievous difficulty in 
finding a substitute. But some modification ought, surely, to be 
carried out which would exhibit a greater regard for’ the vital 
necessities of the case. Would it not be possible, for instance, 
to institute ‘a free ritual service for children over twelve or 
thirteen years of age, leaving the younger ones to find accom- 
modation, where possible, next to their parents. To render this 
practicable a little generosity would be necessary on the part of 
the parents’ immediate neighbours. But they ought not to shirk a very 
small sacrifice in so important a cause. There would still be a number 
of children who could not find accommodation next to their parents, and 
these would have, of course, to be accommodated with the elder children 
in the special service. We do not throw this out as a final proposal. 
There may be some better way of meeting the difficulty. But what is 
indispensable is that we should not run away with the idea that the 
present practice has the virtue of finality. Another difficulty—though 
a far more manageable one—consists in the habit of youths and elders 
(who should know better), of loitering about the precincts of the 
synagogue during the service. Anything less calculated to suggest or 
encourage a spirit of devotion we cannot imagine. But in this case the 
Boards of Management have the remedy in their own hands. 

WE commend most heartily to the attention of our readers the 
letter from Mr. FRANK L. EMANUEL which 
appears in another column. Mr. EMANUEL points 
out the difficulty in which the Apprenticing Com- 
mittee of the Board of Guardians, of which he is so useful a member, 
tinds itself when attempting to deal with lads attacked incipiently by 
the fell disease of tuberculosis. Medical men enjoin their employment 
not in close factories and workshops, but in the open air, and as Mr. 
EMANUEL rightly says, under present circumstances this must mean 
‘barrow shoving and errand running’’—-occupations that expose the 
lads to the awful temptations and pitfalls of the streets. 
Mr. EMANUEL suggests that a farm near London should be taken to 
which such lads could -be sent, there to learn and follow the useful 
calling of farmers and’ market or flower gardeners. The proposal has 
a triple advantage. It would save the lads from © barrow-shoving and 
errand-running ”’ with all their concomitant evils, it would give them 
the best possible chance of conquering the disease with the dire conse- 
quences of which they are threatened, and it would widen the field of 
activity for our Jewish youth in the most desirable of all directions. If 
there be anything in heredity then Jews ought to be good agriculturists, 
as, indeed, they have proved themselves to be whenever they have 
turned to the land. The charm of. Mr. EMANUEL’S proposal is its 
simplicity and the comparative ease with which it could be carried out. 
It could be started at once on at least a small scale, and we suggest 
to some one of our many philanthropists that he should, as a New 
Year's gift to the community, place at the disposal of Mr. HMANUEL 
or the Board of Guardians say a seven years’ lease of a piece of 
land near town for the purpose he advocates. We believe the scheme 
would pay—morally as well as materially.

THE JEW-MAN’'S PLAGUE. 


‘THE ANALOGY OF THE wASpPs, 


By MENTOR. 


EW, know thyself!” appears to be an adaptation, just now very necessary 
of the old Greek’s adjuration. The Jew is, as a rule, by his nature, so 
introspective as to be incapable of a fair estimate of himself, and hence of 
his relative position in the world. Lookers-on proverbially see most of the 

game, and the Jew, so far as the Jew is concerned, is seldom a looker-on. 

He has not the power of detachment that is vouchsafed. to other peoples. 

This incapacity is not wholly to the disadvantage of the Jew. Had he been 

able to see himself as others see him, it is doubtful whether he would have 

survived the tragedy of his existence. Yet the gain which rests with the Jew 
in his inability to self-judgment—of an accurate self-analysis of which people 
less introspective are capable—becomes a grave fault, which it is desirable we 
should correct, where possible, when we find it developing either into entire 


4 insouctence or leaving us with utterly false estimates of what we are as Jews 
a For a man to know himself, in the physical sense, it is essential that he 
= should have at least an elementary acquaintance with the physical disabilities 


to which he 1s prone in any given set of circumstances. The child early 
4 learns that undue proximity to fire causes the pain and damave of burning. 
% The merest tyro in the knowledge of drugs knows that poison cannot be 
4 swallowed with impunity. Only a man bereft of his senses would throw 
himself from the cathedral dome which surmounts Ludgate Hill. in the belief 
that he could alight in St. Paul’s Churchyard on his feet, walk away, and be 
none the worse for his aerial flight. We know that certain diseases are infectious 
and certain others contagious, and we remove ourselves from those attlicted 
by them accordingly. Of the white man’s plague we know enough to be 
sure that it is caused by well-defined microbes which, colonising our 
interiors, eat away our vitals, and we have no doubt that favourable cultivation 
of those microbes is best obtained in a fitid atmosphere laden with dust 
whence all ventilation is excluded. We, therefore, guard against it by providing 
ourselves with pure air to breathe and by ‘cleanliness of our surroundings. 
These are but elemental examples of self-knowledge as it affects the physical 
well-being of men and women. The man who knows himself has like regard 
for moral and psychical ills which result inevitably from a given set of conditions. 


As with individuals, so with peoples. There are diseases and disabilities 
and ills that are common to humanity. There are some to which only certain 
persons can be liable, and hence, from. which others must be immune. 
 Phossy jaw’’—the cankering of the guim-bones by the action of phosphoric 
vapour—is a common disease in chemical factories and among match workers. 
It is never found among those who toil not at those avocations. People who 
have to drink water impregnated with the soil of the Derbyshire hills suffer 

*@ from a goitrous swelling at the neck, just as those who are able to dine on 
2 fresh meat and vegetables are immune from skin diseases that follow a 
| constant diet of salted beef. Bubonic plague is unknown in these latitudes, 
while neuritis and the nigger are strangers. As with physical disease. so 
with moral and psychical ills, and yet the Jew knows himself so little that 
even to-day the bulk of our people appear to be unaware that the position of 
| the Jew in relation to the rest of the world renders him constantly liable to 
e attacks of anti-Semitism. Sometimes they do not seem able to recognise the 
S| complaint when it afflicts them, though their experience of it in one form and 
another extends to some tens of hundreds of years and to most parts of the 
habitable places of the earth. 
“ Mr. Zangwill, sacrificing scientific accuracy to an apophthegm, described 
7 anti-Semitism as the “dislike of the unlike.’’ In the phrase he muddled up 
r effect with cause, as do so many others when they talk about anti-Semitism. 
| It would be as correct to say that tuberculosis is a sacrifice of flesh to 
4 predatory microbes. Dislike is but a symptom of the disease. It is not in 
3 itself the disease, nor could anyone suffer from the dislike of another. 
4 He suffers only when that dislike is translated into some definite action. 
4 Nor would the Jewish novelist have been correct to say that anti-Semitism is 
a caused by the dislike of the unlike. The dislike must in its turn have a cause. 
: That cause cannot be something that is unlike those who dislike. Universal 
experience teaches us that Unlikes like. Most marriages—the immolation of 
supreme liking at the altar of society’s convention—and certainly the happiest, 
" are between the Unlikes. Dislike arises when we are confronted with what is 
a antipathetic, not with what is unlike. It will be nearer the mark to say that 
ue anti-Semitism arises from antipathy to the Jew on the part of those to whom he 
a is antipathetic because he is antipathetic. 


Antipathy arousing dislike, manifesting itself in overt acts demonstrating 
. the sentiment, need not be caused by characteristics, qualities or doings that 
| are condemnable upon any ethical test. It may arise from the contemplation 
of actual virtues. The Germans are not pleased to find that English prowess 
and foresight have occupied every spare land to which the Teuton might send 

is superabundant population. Golfers have been known to use language 
hardly compatible with feelings of amity and loving-kindness when a ball is 
bunkered, which means a round to an opponent. Yet Germans and English 
are alike in their desire to provide against undue overcrowding, and the 
handicap are alike in wishing to complete their holes in the least number of 
strokes. It is absurd, therefore, to endeavour to make a catalogue of the bad 
qualities of Jews and set them down as the cause of anti-Semitism because 
non-Jews do not possegs like characteristics. The Gaul and the Anglo-Saxon 
are probably as unlike as a pea and a bean. Yet there is an enfente 
4 cordiale between the French and English peoples. Probably the virtues we pos- 
4 8e88 as a people judged by any ethical standard, are as antipathetic as our vices. 
: A shrewd observer once remarked to me that there would be no anti-Jewish 
feeling in the East End of London if Jews only got drunk like other decent 
people! Professor Goldwin Smith called us “an unassociable race,” 


? 


If, then, we cannot look specifically either to our yirtues or our vices as 
causing antipathy towards us, we are forced to the conclusion that it is aroused 
because we Jews are—that and nothing more. Hence anti-Semitism is the 
attliction to which the Jew is predisposed—a disease specific to him to which he 
is prone. But the error into which we invariably fall is in imagining that it is 
the non-Jew who is aftlicted with anti-Semitism. The patient wasting to death. 
not the predatory microbes with which his lungs are filled. suffers from tubereu- 
losis. In anti-Semitism the Jew is the patient—the non-Jew bears to him 
the microbe of dislike, of antipathy, of hatred, which causes the trouble. 

> 

To be sure there are conditions, inherent and external, both of the Jew 
and the non-Jew that are favourable or otherwise to the anti-Semitic bacillus. 
Persons who indulge in the luxuries of the table are more liable to gout— 
though there is a poor man’s sort—than those who are moderate. in eating 
and drinking. Those who are, as it is called, “below par” are much more 
likely to take infectious or contagious diseases than those who are robust. 
On the other hand, persons of fine sensitiveness. habited to lives of ease and 
culture, may be stricken with typhoid through a whiff from a drain that would 
leave unaffected in health the navvy working in it ten hours a day. But if 
the drain were not faulty the typhoid germ would be absent. Thus we find 


| that conditions of unrest or of political or social decadence are fayourable to the. 


propagation of the anti-Semitic germ. Just as we find that to employ 
Christian Lassen, the German anti-Semite’s words; undue exhibition by Jews 
of sharp intellects that enable them to make use of opportunities created by 
others, will, all other necessary conditions being present, tend to render the Jew 
the victim of anti-Semitism. It is his congenital weakness. his “‘little complaint,” 
as lord Beaconsfield would have said. But let us take this comfort; if the Jew 
by any means, suddenly ceased to be in relation to the rest of the world as 
he is, there are many. many possibilities to him of even greater disaster to the 
race, to our people, than a liability to attacks of anti-Semitism. It would 
look as if the best we can.do is to adopt means, Wherever and whenever we 
can, for rendering the attacks of anti-Semitism innocuous or, at least, so mild 
as to give us no more than a passing aalaise.  Virulent diseases have 
frequently, in this way, been gradually “ degenerated" into trifling ailments. 
And, a first step towards this end is to recognise the disease when our 
people are seized with it. That is one of the reasons why I was insistent in 
calling the attacks on Jews in South Wales a manifestation of anti-Semitism. 
That is why I refused to eall it ” measles.” 

* * 

Dishke, antipathy. hatred of the Jew—that is symptomatic of the presence 
of the microbe of anti-Semitism. Clearly it can develop in varying degrees 
and forms, dependent upon the virulence and prevalence of the microbes or 
the state of the patient. Sometimes, as in Russia, it is a bloody holocaust, 
sometimes, as in Roumania or Bethnal Green, it is a boycott. In America it 
takes the form of an inconvenient insult, where Jews may tind hotels closed 
to them, with a notice prominently displayed: “No Jews or other vermin will 
be found in this establishment.’ In South Wales it was a riot and a_ loot. 
Mr. Bertram Jacobs does not seem to appreciate this point. He appears to 
think that the test of anti-Semitism is personal violence, as others just as 
erroneously think that religious feeling against the Jew is the test. He wrote 
to the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week and asked what justification there was 
for this journal saying there was any “ personal violence *’ in South Wales. 

+ * 

His reason obviously was because he had previously publicly expressed the 
view that since there was no personal violence done to Jews at Tredegar or in the 
valley towns, there was no anti-Semitism in the ¢meute. This, of course, is 
absurd, as the incident only the other day at the Bethnal Green Board of 
Guardians shows. There, there was no personal violence to Jews, the only 
violence was to the ratepayers’ pockets. Yet there was clearly a manifestation 
of anti-Semitism in the form of a boycott of Jews so as to prevent their 
trading with the Guardians. The Editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, in a note 
to Mr. Jacobs’ letter, said that no Editorial mention of personal violence 
had been made. Thereupon Mr. Jacobs sent to the Editor a letter which, 
as it contained all the nicest and prettiest things possible. about me, the 
Editor has asked me to reply to. Mr. Jacobs says, * Dealing with the allega- 
tion of a Jewish Member of Parliament that the rioters did not attack the Jews 
personally ‘ Mentor’ says, ‘As a matter of fact they did’; and he goes on 
politely and in genial terms, which it would make me blush to disclose, to ask 
my authority for the statement. If Mr. Jacobs will turn to page eight of 
the issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE of August 25th, he will find the following 
quoted from a local paper: “ The rioters were guilty of some inhuman acts of 
personal violence, and one woman, who had only been confined three days 
previously, became so alarmed when the mob attagked her residence that she 
got out of bed and fled screeching. Even this pitiful sight did not deter the 
rioters from actually seizing the bed on which the woman had so recently 
lain and throwing it into the street.” This story I Have not seen denied, and 
I have heard confirmed. If Mr. Jacobs does not call this personal violence— 
then he and I differ in our estimate of the term, and I say “ thank God, we do”! 


There has recently been in many parts of the country a plague of wasps. 
In numberless cases the winged insects have done no more than buzz around 
people, whom they have vexed and annoyed, and interrupted in their ordinary 
avocations. In some others, the hymenoptera have seized upon the edible 
goods they have found in their way, and devoured or spoilt them. I n others, 
again, these members of the vespa family have administered a sharp prick into | 
the flesh of human beings—sometimes the sting has caused mere discomfort, . 
sometimes real pain and hurt, occasionally death has supervened as a result. 


Because every wasp does not sting everyone it hovers around and because 
every bite does not kill, we do not on that account deny that a wasp is present 
merely because it is only buzzing about us, causing such vexation and discom- 
fort that the little creature has given a synonym to petulance, irascibility and 
snappishness. We do not wait to be fatally stung before recognising that wasps 
are about and taking measures for protection of life, comfort and property against 
the powers of their sting. We do not refuse to call an insect a wasp when it is 
merely attracted to our tables by jam, because sometimes the wasp settles on 
our flesh and commits personal violence or takes our lives. Nor are we so 
silly as to think that our recognising an infestment of wasps and guarding 
against them will either bring us wasps or sharpen or render more malignant 
their bite. We do not for that reason call wasps flies. Why do some of us 
refuse to exercise our capacity for reasoning and our means of self-defence 
with like ratiocination in the case of anti-Semitism ? 
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THE CHIEF RABBINATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Our revered Chief Rabbi left a last wish behind him. That wish— 


was an appeal to the community to elect, without unnecessary delay, a 
successor to carry on the duties of his important office, Time is passing, 
unrest is growing, and no step has yet been taken to carry out his last desire. 

A Greek proverb tells us that “ when an oak falls, every man scuftles for 
a faggot.” That is the situation that is rapidly being created by a section of 
the community. A number of the clergy, now that the Chief Rabbinate is 
vacant, seem to have made up their minds, that come what may, it must not 
be restored. but that each must be permitted to be the Rabbi in his own town. 
To put the Chief Rabbinate into Commission, to delegate its powers to the 
Beth Din or the Board of Deputies is impracticable enough, but even to con- 
sider fora moment the question of its abolition and the handing over of its 
authority to a number of Ministers, unqualified by training, knowledge or 
natural ability is to verify the verse, “take us the foxes, the little foxes, that 
spoil the vines.” 

The Chief Rabbinate, it cannot too often be insisted on, is something more 
than a mere. office for the performance of ecclesiastical functions and the 
answering of abstruse questions of ritual. It has been made, by the personality 
and ability of the last holder, the mouthpiece of Anglo-Jewry, and in these 
troubled times with anti-Semitism (alas!) at our very doors, we cannot lay 
too much stress on the character of an office which, if occupied by the proper 
person, can do so much to influence the attitude adopted by the leaders of 
the Churches and political life towards the community. | 

But the Chief Rabbinate, we are told, has been on the whole a failure in 
the past. I challenge that assertion. I admit that its administration has 
not been flawless, and that now is a suitable time to introduce such 
reforms as will permit such Ministers, as are fully competent to exer- 
cise a little more authority in ecclesiastical matters than they have done 
hitherto. But the critics who proclaim themselves saviours of Orthodoxy 
and make wild and stupid assertions, leading one to imagine that the Chief 
Rabbinate resembled, in’ most aspects the Papacy, wish to substitute for 
somewhat too rigid an authority no authority at all. They wish to import 
into England all the charms of the Russian Ghetto, to be able to snap their 
fingers at authority and rule their little flocks according to their own sweet 
will. But the longer the interregnum lasts, the more foreible will their 
insistence become. 
| It is high time that those responsible for the honour and dignity of Anglo- 
Jewry should show, that the respect they paid the late Chief Rabbi during his 
life has not ceased at his death, and that, in accordance with his last wish, 
so characteristic of his noble personality, they will appoint a man, worthy to 
fill his place, so that the community may no longer be asa tlock without a 
shepherd.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.”’ 


Sik,—The criticism in your editorial columns of my notice of motion for an | 


enquiry into the ecclesiastical government of the community, compels me once 
more to address you on this important subject. 

In the first place, I cannot reconcile your statement that the moment is not 
opportune for discussing the matter in detail, with the assertion later that the 
appointment of a successor to our late revered Chief Rabbi brooks no delay. Does 
it mean that the appointment should be made without consideration and without 
taking into account what you yourself admit are anxious questions? Surely, it 
is self-evident that reasonable delay cannot be as dangerous as a hasty and ill- 
considered appointment. And is it really seriously contended that because the 
United Synagogue Committee has not the power to commit persons to prison, 
therefore, it is impossible to ascertain the views and feelings of the different 
sections of the community? Nor is it altogether unknown for a definitive date to 
be fixed by which a’ committee is to report. These points are relatively unim- 
portant as compared with the serious principles underlying the whole matter, 
which I fear, you have failed to grasp. 

As Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C., pointed out, when moving the vote of condolence 
to the family of the Chief Rabbi at the special meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue called for that purpose, the legal status of the Chief Rabbi is 
vague and nebulous, and in practice the sanction for his authority must finally rest 
on the broad basis of the voluntarily although tacit recognition of his jurisdiction by 
the various Jewish congregations of the Empire. In short, the effective authority 
of the Chief Rabbi depends entirely on the willingness of the component elements 
of Anglo-Jewry to place themselves under.his sway. As long as the Chief Rab- 
binate represents and interprets their views, the recognitign is forthcoming, and 
the precise legal status of the Chief Rabbi is of academic interest only, for he 
rules by general consent. It logically follows that a Chief Rabbi can exercise no 
real authority unless the holder of the office is acceptable to those over 
whom he claims to exercise jurisdiction and truly represents the norm 
of Judaism as they accept it. It isan admitted fact that for some considerable 
time past the relations between the Chief Rabbinate and certain sections of the 
community have not been altogether harmonious, and much friction has resulted. 
Common sense must suggest that, before filling up the office it is necessary to 
investigate the reasons for this dissatisfaction, to ascertain how far the causes are 
transient and removable, or whether they are inherent in the system and incapable 
of adjustment. To ignore them, as you propose to do, is to cry peace where there 
is no peace and to perpetuate the policy of make-believe, to which most of our 
communal ills are due. 

To elect a Chief Rabbi without securing the goodwill of those he is to govern, 
is to place him in an untenable position without power or authority, and there is 
absolutely nothing to prevent any congregation from repudiating him entirely. 
Moreover, an impartial enquiry might show that the retention of the title and 
office of the Chief Rabbi is desirable, but that, nevertheless, a limitation of his 
jurisdiction, a sub-section of the work, and a readjustment of the duties are impera.- 
tive. It might be comparatively easy to find a suitable Chief Rabbi to fill the 
office as remodelled, whereas the continuation of the present system calls fora 
combination of qualities, rarely to be found in one individual. : |

DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT AT BETHNAL GREEN. 


THE GUARDIANS AND THEIR CONTRACTS. 


At a meeting of the Bethnal Green Board of Guardians held to consider 
the half-yearly contracts, on Monday, Mr. Lock, Vice-Chairman of the 
Board, proposed that the tender of the Great Exstern Dairy Company for the 
schools be accepted, as being the lowest. Dr R. G. STYLE, Chairman 
of the South-West Bethnal Green Conservative Association, moved an amendment 
that the tender of the Cambridge Park Dairy Company be accepted. His reason, 
he stated, for taking this course was that the Great Eastern Dairy Company 
were Jew contractors, trading under this name, their real name being Dubowski, 
with a place down some turning in Whitechapel, and, proceeded the doctor, ‘ we 
don’t want any Jew contractors.” 7 

The anti-Jewish amendment was carriet by 6 to 4. 

Mr. LOCK then moved another amendment that the matter be referred to the 
Finance Committee. He stated he was surprised at the action of the Board, as it 
had been their custom to accept the lowest tender, and here they were 

, THROWING AWAY THE RATEPAYERS’ MONEY. 
It meant paying nearly a 4d. more per gallon on 13,000 gallons. 7 
Dr. STYLE (interrupting): We won’t have any Jews—we don’t want them. 
The amendment was defeated. 


Miss MARY JAMES, the Chairman of the Board of Guardians, who pre. - 


sided, said: ‘* Seeing that there is apparently some feeling over this milk contract, 


although I did not personally vote, 1 must admit I would not vote to give a contract 


for milk to a Jew—they would not deal with us for food.” (Loud cheers, and a 
cry from Mr. Dan Jones—a local milkman—‘ Good luck to you,and Bravo! 
Miss James.”) | 

When the poultry contract was reached there were only two tenders, both at 
the same price, the contractors being Mr. M. Nathan, the present contractor, a 
local Jew, and Mr. Rawles, also a local poulterer. 

Dr. STYLE: I move Rawles. No Jews! 

This was duly seconded and carried. | | 

Later, as each contractor's name was submitted, Mr. LEE sarcastically inter- 
rogated: “Is hea Jew?” | 


When the Board adjourned there were heated discussions amongst the 


members, and one or two stated that they were not going to let the matter rest | 


there. 


We understand that the conduct of the Bethnal Green Board of Guardians 
is not to be allowed to go unchallenged, and that an effort will be made at its 
next meeting to reverse the decision come to. In the course of an interview with 
the Standard representative Mr. Lock said :— 

The vote on Monday was not final. 
up it must be approved by the Board before it can be signed. This leaves 
an opening to reverse.the action and go back to our regular custom of accept- 
ing the lowest tender. I am very much surprised by the attitude shown by 
some of the members in this matter because I do not believe there is any real 
anti-Jewish sentiment in this district. There may be some grumbling, 
of course, over the increasing settlement of Jews in the  neigh- 
bourhood, and, perhaps, sporadic protests, but nothing will ever come 
of it and no alarm need be felt. Englishmen are not given to outbreaks of 
that character. Even the riots in Wales, I think, were caused less by the fact 
that the victims were Jews than because they happened to be prosperous and 
owners of property. At any rate, there will be no racial outbreaks in this 
end of London, whatever undercurrent of feeling may exist. Even a boycott 
will have no chance. The British spirit of fair play ensures that. 


Commenting on the matter, the Morning Leader, which on Tuesday last 
exclusively published a report of the proceedings, observes :— 

It is on the whole satisfactory to hear that the action of a small majority 
of the Bethnal Green Guardians in excluding Jewish firms from contracts is 
not to pass unchallenged. The controversy is not a very pleasant one to find 
still raging in twentieth century England: but since it has been raised, it is 
better that it should be threshed out. Apart from the grotesque absurdity of 
sacrificing some £30 of the ratepayers’ money to a silly and disgraceful race 
animus, the attitude adopted by the majority of the guardians is quite an 
impossible one at this time of day. It cannot be maintained: and the 
sooner that is recognised and frankly admitted the better. 


That some members at least are already ashamed of their inexcusable 
manifestation of prejudice is apparent. Thus the Daily News of Wednesday 


said :— 
Members of the Bethnal Green Board of Guardians deny that their

action at a recent meeting indicates an outbreak of anti-Semitism. The | 


meeting was held to consider the half-yearly contracts, and it is admitted 
that the lowest tender for milk was rejected provisionally, because the firm 
tendering was said to be Jewish, and that the contract for poultry was given 
to a Gentile in preference to the present contractor, Mr Myer Nathan, though 
the prices quoted were the same. 

The chief advocate of the ordinary practice of accepting the lowest 
tender (in the absence of definite evidence against the contractor concerned) 
was Mr. E. Lock, a Progressive, Vice-Chairman of the Board. 

‘Nothing of the sort has ever occurred before,” Mr. Lock told a Daily 
News representative yesterday. ‘‘This Board has built up a reputation for 
keen buying, and it will be a bad thing if we depart from our practice of fair- 
play for contractors. But Ido not regard the action of those opposed to me 
in the matter as showing a feeling of anti-Semitism in the broad sense. It is 
only fair to say that the members who voted inst the Jewish contractors 
appeared to confine themselves to the question of food. 

However, the question will be tested again next Tuesday, when the sealing 
of the contracts is considered. I am moving a resolution on the subject then, 
and I hope that with a full meeting of the Board another result may be 
obtained. The difference in the prices of the two milk tenders is three-eighths 
of a penny per gallon for 13,000 gallons; but the principle involved, seeing 
that no contractor would be allowed to supply inferior milk, is an important 
one.” 

Miss James, the chairman of the Board, explained pleasantly that she 
had no personal feeling against the Jews—that, in fact, she had lived next 
door and been on visiting terms with a Jewish family for years, and found 
them most desirable neighbours, and that she bought her fish of the very 
gentleman whose tender for poultry was rejected. 

“ What was felt,” she said, “ was that our milk supply: for the schoolse— 

_ about which we take the utmost care—ought not to come from a Jewish firm 
understood to be carrying on business in a side street in Whitechapel. 

“And please don’t forget,” Miss James added with a smile, “that the

BLOOD ACCUSATION IN ROUMANIA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Some time ago I read in your paper that the Jews in Roumani® 
were startled by the fact that a “blood accusation’? had appeared in thé 
Adeverul. I was no less surprised considering that the Adeverul is the only 
paper in Roumania that is fair to the Jews. I made it my duty to investigate 
the matter. I found, to my relief, that your informant had evidently made a 
mistake in the name of the journal. The facts are as follows -— 


As early as April last some man, for blackmailing purposes, brought an 
accusation against a Jew in Bucharest and alleged that he had ill-treated his 
child for ritual purposes. The matter was taken up by the Juge @ Instruction, 
who, after a careful and elaborate investigation, carried on for many months, 
could find no trace for justification of that accusation. The matter was, 
therefore, allowed to rest before the dossier could legally be closed. Mean- 
while the Government had brought to light some doubtful financial operation 
of the Bratiano family, the former Prime Minister and his brothers, and a 
storm of indignation rose in the country against the Bratianos, the leaders of 
the former Liberal Government. In order to divert public: attention from 
these facts, the Tviforu/, the organ of the Bratiano family, suddenly pub- 
lished the story of the Blood Accusation,” 


and in such a form as to create 
a sensation. 


The Adereru/d was then the journal that strongly denounced the 
manieuvre, with its political and personal tendency, warning at the same time 
against the possible dangerous results of such a publication. The dAdererul 
acted in complete conformity with its tradition, and the Juge d'Instruction 
closed the dossier, thus finally settling this unfounded accusation. 
I trust that you will find space in your paper for this statement of facts.

THE RITUAL MURDER LIBEL. 


AN INDICTMENT OF RUSSIAN. COURT CIRCLES. 


Folkestone. 


For several months the six million Jews in the Russian Empire have been 


living under the shadow of fear of renewed massacres, writes Mr. Herman 
Bernstein in the New York Tomes. 


Ever since the Duma voted to have the Jewish question elaborated by a special 
commission with a view of abolishing the Pale of Settlement—that is, of opening 
all Russia to the Jews who are at present caged in certain provinces—the reactionary 
forces, the Black Hundred organisations, through their organs and at their 
meetings, and in their churches, have been inciting the Russian populace against 
the Jews. The old myth was revived for this purpose. The Jews of Russia are 
being accused of having murdered a Christian boy for ritual use. 

The blood libel against the Jews, which cropped up from time to time in 
various countries for centuries, has long been established as a myth invented by 
anti-Semites. Even in Russia Alexander I.,in 1817, and Nicholas I. issued ukases 
prohibiting the prosecution of so-called rittial murder cases “to make an end to 
the prejudice that the Jews use Christian blood for ritual purposes.” 

And yet from time to time these stories are circulated ia Russia by reactionary 
priests and reactionary journalists, encouraged and even subsidised by the Russian 
Court. party. 

In the beginning of May of this year the Novoe Vremya, Russia’s leading 
semi-official newspaper, the same journal whose editorials are so frequently 
quoted in European and American newspapers, published the following article bv 
M. Menshikoff, one of the prominent editors of the Novoe Vremya. Menshikoff 
used to be a Liberal and a Tolstoyan, but for the past ten years he has sold him- 
self to Suvorin, has attacked every progressive movement in Russia, and has 
developed a mania for slandering the Jewish people in the vilest manner. 

“* Just before the Jewish Passover,” wrote Menshikoff, ‘' The twelve-vear-. 
old boy Yuschinsky was lost. He was going to school, passed the Jewish 
settlement, but never returned. His body was found in a cave near the 
house of a Jew. From all numerous symptoms the people of Kieff have come 
to the conclusion that the boy was a victim of the Chassidim. 

“The Chassidim are a Jewish sect which sprang up in Poland in the 
eighteenth century and which attracted about one-haif of the Jewish masses. 
In the well-known accusatory book by Lutostansky the following circum- 
stances of ritual murders are described. They are, it is said, committed on’ 
the eve of Passover for the purpose of securing ‘Passover’ blood. This is 
used for the preparation ef matzos. It is also poured into wine and is used 
for numerous other purposes. sire 

 *  “ Here, then,” continues this vile slander, ‘is another of the advantages 
for spreading the Jews all over Russia. From the ‘Pale’ this religious 
custom of murdering Christian children for the preparation of their Passover 
will come over to’us. When the Jews will attain equal rights, when their 
audacity will reach the highest point, there is no doubt that the ‘ritual’ 
murders of Christian children will grow more frequent. : 

_ “ Evidently ‘ the holy Russian land of Kieff’ has already entered in that 
sphere of bliss which will set in after the Pale of Settlement has been 
abolished. Right under the shadow of the majestic Andrew Cathedral. on 
Podolya, the boy Andrey Yuschinsky, frightened to death, was slowly 'tor- 
tured by devout ‘ Yidden,’ and all Christendom, beginning with Apostle 
Andrew, who raised the cross over Kieff, could not h 


elp the unfortunate. Th 
great empire to which the boy belonged could not help him, the so-called 


‘ four-thousand-year-old ’ civilisation, of which the Jews are boasti ld 
not help him. The bitter facts are crying unto heaven that ee suc the 
prophets are one and Jewish fanaticism quite another matter. The Com. 
Mog Ty of the Jews says ‘ Thou shalt not kill!’ and their bestialised mind 
says it?” | 

The article winds up with an appeal to the people of Kieff to do thei 
saying that the death of the Christian boy is upon the conscience of all Sania 
_ , One of the contributing editors of the newspaper where this article appeared 
is A. Stolypin, the brother of the present Premier of Russia. 

The entire reactionary press, led by the Novoe Vremya, the Russkoe 
Znamya (the Tsar’s personal organ), the Kolokol and the Zemschina, caught up 
this accusation against the Jews, in connection with the Yuschinsky Gase, based 
the Ippolit ridiculous slanders of the Jews have 

n publi on moneys furnis im for that pur b i 
high in the Russian bureaucracy. 

The curious coincidence of the whole affair is that while ritual murd 

tions have long been established as a libel on reinaane"s 


the Jewish people, Lutostansky’s 


description of how alleged ritual ‘murders are committed has been minutely 
followed by those who murdered the boy for the purpose of accusing the entire 
Jewish people. 

T’o those who know how the Black Hundred organisations, under the direction 
of Dr. Dubrovin, a personal friend of the Tsar, murdered the members of the first 
Duma, Herzenstein and Yollos, such methods will not seem surprising. 

' Ippolit Lutostansky, now about 76 years old, wrote his work On the Use of 
Blood by Jews for Ritual Purposes ” some forty years ago. Several years later he 
came out with a statement to the effect that he had erred in his accusations 
against the Jews. He then approached the Jews and wanted a large sum of money 
for retracting his former statements. But the Jews declined to pay him for his 
views. So he commenced to publish a series of volumes called “The Talmud 
and the Jews,” in which he falsified quotations from the Talmud and perverted 
the interpretation of Jewish customs and rituals. His books are full of the most 
vile and malicious attacks upon the Jews and Judaism. 

The sixth volume of Lutostansky’s “ The Talmud and the Jews” appeared 
recently, and by way of preface it contains a number of letters which show who 
are encouraging, supporting, and distributing his publications. Among the letters 
congratulating Lutostansky upon his work against the Jews are some by the 
Dowager Empress Maria Feodorovna, Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, 
Grand Duke Alexander Michaelovich, Gen. D. Gan, Gen. Trepov, the Ministries 
of War and of Education. 

Recently a letter from Lutostansky was published in the Russian Press 
saying that the late T'sar Alexander III. had thanked him for his works on ritual 
murder and presented him with a ring; that the Commander-in-Chief of the gen- 
darmes had distributed his book to all his subordinates, and closed the Moscow 
synagogue, for the reply of Rabbi Minor to his accusations. The letter, not 


intended for publication, stated how he had published a book denying the ritual | 


accusation, but having received no pecuniary support from the Jews, he was 
obliged to return to his anti-Semitic propaganda. 

His sixth volume of the “|Talmud” is devoted entirely to an attack upon 
the Jews, upon the progressive parties in Russia which side with the Jews, and 
upon the first Duma. | ; 

Lutostansky declares that the massacres of the Jews in Kishineff and Byalo- 
stok were started by the Jews themselves, and that the Jewish people were planning 
to divide Russia among themselves. 

Speaking of the Talmud and the Bible, Lutostansky says ; 

‘Built upon falsehood and contempt for work; filled with immoral and 
anarchistic tendencies; inimical to all ideals, and worshipping nothing but 
wealth, the Talmud is the offspring of the most contemptible of all revolutions 
which ever degraded mankind by its stupidity and bloodshed! Insolence and 
cunning, crafty casuistry, and soulless formality, combined with a deep 
revolutionary spirit and extreme ignorance—such were the fundamental traits 
of the Pharisees. Not stopping before any inventions of their imaginations. 
falsifying customs, inventing legends, devising the most absurd methods of 
interpreting the law according to their will, and for the purpose of attaining 
power, they have evolved the essence of unprincipled Judaism—the Talmud. 
Thus they have doomed the Jewish mind for ever to fruitlessness, and the 

- Jewish soul to cruelty and egoism. 

‘We must ask the Jews all to go back to Palestine, but as they will not 
go ef their free will, we must force them to do it, for their right place is in 
their former kingdom of Palestine. Let them get their rights from the Sultan, 
not from Russia where they are strangers.” 

And then, in the same volume, which is supposed to be a work on the Talmud, 
Lutostansky, complimented, encouraged, and paid by Russian Tsars and Grand 
Dukes, submits the following solution of the Jewish question in Russia :— 

‘The Russian people, realising their position and having the ability to 
maintain it, availing themselves of their right to be the masters of Russia, 
could in the course of one day crush the desires of the Jews and force the 
Jews to bow to the will of the Autocratic Master of Russia, but the Russians 
have chosen another way of solving the Jewish question.” 
And the self-confessed charlatan declares himself an adherent of Zionism, 

saying that Russia would make any sacrifice to help the Jews settle in Palestine 
and form an autonomous State of their own. 

“Therefore,” he goes on, “the Russian people expect their representa- 
tives in the Duma to see to it that all the Jews living in Russia shall at once 
be recognised as foreigners, without any rights and privileges allowed other 
foreigners. Such a measure, in connection with other restrictive measures, 
would surely hasten their removal to their own kingdom.” 

He then enumerates a series of restrictions that should be introduced :— 

‘The Jews should not be admitted to the army, the navy, neither as 
regulars nor as volunteers. 


_“ The Jews should not be permitted to practice as military surgeons, as 
assistant surgeons, or as druggists. . 


‘‘ Military service should be substituted by a fine, and these fines should 
be paid by the entire Jewish population. 

“The Pale of Settlement should be made narrower. All laws tending to 
widen the Pale of Settlement should be abolished. All privileges granted to 
Jews because of their education or because of their occupations should be 
withdrawn. No Jews should be permitted to live in seaports. 

‘‘ Jewish children should not be permitted to attend schools attended by 
Christian children. Jews should also be prohibited from establishing schools 
of their own. 

“ Jews should be forbidden to teach in Government or private schools. 

* Jews should not be permitted to hold any Government or civil office. 

Jews should not be permitted to get any concessions and should not be 
connected with any Government contracts. | 

Jews should not be employed on any steamship or railway in Rassia. 

‘Jews should not be permitted to vote, and under no circumstances 
should they be permitted to serve in the Duma or the Council of 
Nor should they be allowed to participate in the elections. 


“Jews should not be permitted to have drug stores of their own, to be 
druggists, or to work as clerks in such stores. 


Jews in any way connected with revolutionists should be dealt with 
harshly, and their property should be confiscated. :

The English people,” concludes the rabid anti-Semite, arousing the 
unanimous indignation of the entire civilized world, have made themselves by 
their instincts and inclinations deformed monsters among the cultured and 
civilised nations of Europe. There is a saying, ‘Every family has its black 
sheep.’ But every deformity may be explained, and this is explained by the 
fact that the English people have descended from the Jews.” 

Lutostansky’s works, written in impossible Russian, containing innumerable 
pornographic stories, perversions and vile slanders, malicious attacks, and incen- 
diary appeals to the ignorant mob are distributed by the servants of the Russian 
autocracy in the army and the military academies, are sanctioned by the Ministry 
of Education and the War Department in Russia, and Tsars and Grand Dukes and 
Princes and Princesses help the publication of these works.

Lutostansky’s works, together with other similar incendiary anti-Jewish 
pamphlets and circulars, have now been scattered throughout Russia, especially in 
the army, reviving the old fable about ritual murder and citing the Yuschinsky 


-case. Lutostansky is the authority, though it has been established that only 


recently this priest, converted several times, approached a well-known Rabbi fora 
subsidy, as an alternative to the publication of further anti-Semitic works. 
Lutostansky was also expelled from the Catholic Church years ago for various 


. scandals. 


The reactionary members of the Duma, led by Markoff, a friend of Nicholas 
IE., introduced an interpellation in the Duma regarding the Yuschinsky case, 
quoting Lutostansky, and assailing the Jews in the most disgusting terms, but the

The Kieff authorities are still investigating the Yuschinsky case. Several Jews 
have been arrested, but thus far all have been released. 

It turns out that the ritual murder accusation against the Jews was only an 
afterthought inspired by Deputy Markoff. _ 

The Yuschinsky boy was found murdered in Kieff, and it was known in the 
neighbourhood that his stepfather had committed the crime for the purpose of col- 
lecting a considerable sum of money for which the boy had been insured. In fact, 
the Kiefflianin, a reactionary newspaper, published the story. When Markoff 
read it in St. Petersburg it occurred to him that the murder of the boy might be 


- utilised as a campaign against the Jews. He immediately hurried to Kieff, and 


together with other leaders of the Black Hundred organisations established head- 
quarters there, distributing anti-Jewish proclamations. _ 

The Novoe Vremya, the semi-official organ of Russia, the Russkoe Znamya, 
the personal organ of the Tsar, and the Kolokol, the organ of the Holy Synod, are 
continuing to inflame the populace. : Sy 

Bishop Michael published an article denouncing the people who are exploiting 
he allan ritual murder. Hisarticle, entitled “ An Evil Legend,” reads, in part, 
as follows : : 

“ Papers of a certain tendency are exploiting the Kieff child murder for the 
most unworthy purposes. But how is it possible that such inflammatory articles 
can appear in the columns of a paper that calls itself the organ of the clergy? If 
the conscience of the directors of that journal does not cause them to shrink 
from the consequences of this notoriously mendacious fable, then the Church, of 
which this paper is the organ, must step in and prevent the brand of Cain being 
marked upon its own forehead. It is true that the whole of the respectable clerical 


Press has always raised its voice against the fabulous ritual murder legend, but 
now the Church itself must denounce this fratricidal campaign.” 

But the reactionaries are continuing their work. The Real Russians, as they 
call themselves, recently met in council in Kieff, to consider the situation created 
by the establishment of the guilt of the stepfather of Yuschinsky, and they 
resolved to resume the agitation against the Jews. General Bogdanovich, the 
notorious organiser of massacres in 1903, has moved over to Kieff, where he is in 
charge of the new anti-Jewish campaign. Members of the Black Hundred 
organisation are distributing pamphlets against the Jews in the villages about 
Kieff and arranging services in memory of “ Saint” Yuschinsky. 

Alexander Amphitheatroff, the famous Russian publicist, a Christian, addressed 
an impassioned appeal to the writers of Russia, denouncing the anti-Jewish agita- 
tion, and winding up with the following words :— 

_ “Tet us unite and destroy this great shame of the Russian people. It is 
time for us, in the Jewish question, not only to wash off the blood from our 
hands; it is high time t» overpower the slaughter from which the splash of 
blood reaches us. And, above all and first of all, we must lead away from that 


slaughter the deceived, the ignorant Russian people who are demoralised by 
criminal instigation.” 


A SOUTH AFRICAN JEWISH BOY’S SUCCESS. 
A Great Musical Distinction. 
Master Adolph’ Hallis, of Port Elizabeth, has gained the Cape University 


| Scholarship for music in open competition for the whole of the Union. The 


scholarship is tenable at the Royal Academy of Music in 
London, and is worth £150 a year for three years. The 
success is all the more noteworthy as it is the first time 
such a distinction has been won by a Jewish candidate, 
and one, moreover, of so young an age, Adolph Hallis 
being only fifteen years old. His success is also remark- 
able in another respect, for all the other competitors were 
adults. He is the eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Hallis, well-known residents of Port Elizabeth. When 
he was seven years of age the family left for Vienna, 
where the ‘boy’s musical education was commenced in 
addition to his undergoing the usual schooling. After six 
months’ tuition, musical authorities in Vienna predicted 
a& great musical future for the lad. In 1905 the family 
returned to Port Elizabeth, and his musical tutor obtained 
for him a number of public appearances at concerts, etc. faster Adolph Hallis. 
Master Hallis was prepared for the University examination 

in September, 1910, as a result of which he was awarded a bursary of £30 and | 
was invited with five others to compete for the scholarship. Examiners from the 
Royal Academy came out specially for this competition, which was an open one 
for all branches of the art in South Africa. Master Hallis’s scholastic career is 
also a distinguished one. At the age of fourteen he was awarded a bursary from 
the Cape University of £15 and a silver medal from the Town Council of Port 
Elizabeth for obtaining the second place on the list at the School Higher Exami- 
nation for the Union. He is a proficent linguist, being conversant with German, 
French, Latin and Greek. He has been acting organist at the Port Elizabeth 
Synagogue. He leaves for England in January next, having been granted special 
permission by the University Council! to defer his departure until then to enable 
him to sit for the matriculation examination. | 


THE WHOLESALE PERSECUTION OF THE RUSSIAN JEWS 
| The Cadet Organ Demands Action. 
[From our Correspondent. , 


The accounts of the great anti-Jewish campaign conducted by the Premier and 
his lieutenants all over Russia (the details of which were recorded in a recent 
issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE) have induced the principal organ of the Consti- 
tutional Democrats, the Retch, to publish a most strongly-worded. indictment 
againstthe Government. ‘For the Jews,” wrote the Fetch, * there exists no laws or 
rights. Their lives and property are in the hands of a capricious administration. 
Families who have resided for thirty yearsin a locality are exiled and impoverished. 
We can hardly find words to describe adequately what is now being done to the 
Jews. A kind of sport lias been instituted with a view to discovering the quickest 
inventor of a new anti-Semitic restriction or blow to the Jews. The Senate is 
helpless in emphasising the law to the officials, and very often it is itself carried 
away by the anti-Jewish wave in giving peculiar judgments where Jews are 
concerned. Even the elementary schools, where the law knows no distinction 
between Jew and Russian, were closed to them! This anarchy does great moral 
and material harm to the Jews, and it corrupts the officials. Such circumstances 
call for an immediate effort to submit the Jewish problem in the fullest form to 
the necessary authorities. So long as the Pale exists, the Russian nation will 
never be free from the chains of capricious and bribery seeking-officials.” 
This appeal for action has created a strong impression on account of the former 
tendency of the Cadets to avoid definite steps in the matter with a view to awaiting 
better times. The repressive measure against the Jewish artisans in particular 
and other Jewish residents outside the Pale in general are, however, assuming 
larger proportions. During the week, the Rabbi of Tver (M. Rossiensky) was 
ordered to return to the Pale within a month. All appeals of the Yusovka Jews 
were rejected, the latter receiving orders to leave within two days. This notice 
literally compelled several of them, including a Jewess eighty years old, and a 
Jew aged seventy-five, to change their religion. At Kieff, between 300 and 400 
artisans were suddenly requested to submit themselves to another examination, 
the police doubting the validity of the documents on the strength of which they 
had resided there during the last thirty years. A clearance of Jews also com- 
menced in all Bessarabian villages. Not even the unquestioned right of Jews 
with higher educational certificates is a guarantee now against exile, such 
coreligionists having been expelled from Charkoff and Semipalatinsk (Siberia). 
In the latter case, the police simply stated that the receipt of an order to rid 
Siberia of Jews makes it impossible for them to obey the old law. In addition, 
the Real Russians insist on the exile of nearly all Jews from Yaroslavl, and they 
continue to submit to the Ministry lists of villages where, in their opinion, too 
many Jews reside. 


M. STOLYPIN’S ANTI-SEMITISM. 
How Russia Misleads Europe. 
[From our Correspondent. 


As I have already stated, M. Stolypin’s scheme directed against Jewish 
commerce has interested the foreign merchants connected with Russia. With 
a view to eliciting a clear statement on the Premier’s intentions, questions 
were recently addressed in Paris to M. Davidoff, the Director of the Russian 
Credit Bureau, asking him to supply the desired information. M. Kokovtzeff’s 
right-hand assistant, recognising the fact that the Premier’s scheme was not 

pular in France, diplomatically replied that the Ministry of Finance had never . 
intended to restrict Jewish commerce. The announcement was hailed in Paris as 
a flat denial of all former reports, and people began to read in the postponement 
of the discussion of M. Stolypin’s scheme (at the last Cabinet Council) a desire on 
all sides to beat a retreat. Nothing is farther from the truth than such a suppo- 
sition. Iam able to state on the highest authority that at the present time the 
Ministry of the Interior is finishing the drafting of a Bill, which will be laid 
before the Cabinet Council as the first instalment of the Premier’s scheme. 
This measure will enforce a percentage norm in the discounting of Jewish 
bills of exchange in the State Bank. M. Davidoff is perfectly correct 
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in suggesting that the Ministry of Finance has no intention of restricting 
Jewish commerce, but the initiative in the matter has always been 
clearly attributed to M. Stolypin, and nobody knows better than M. Davidoff of 
the Premier’s letter on the subject to the Ministers of Finance and Commerce 
(received by them in May), of the publication of the Ministry of the Interior on 
the grain trade, and finally of the confirmation of the Premier’s intentions in his 
organ, the semi-official [ossia (extracts of which have been published in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE.). 

The official organ of the Cadets, the Retc), also ridicules the defence of M. 
Stolypin’s national policy recently published by the Times, with the object of 
impressing Europe with the alleged great reforms introduced by the Premier into 
Russia as a set-off against the persecution of certain nationalities (from the list of 
which the Tinies omitted the Jews). All this, as the Retch points out, is done to 
impart to the English readers and especially to the members of the Parliamentary 
delegation about to visit Russia a notion that all is well in Tsardom, whereas in 
reality things now look much worse than in the days of the visit of the Russian 
deputies to London. Indeed, no efforts are spared to mislead the English as to 
Russian tolerance to foreign enterprise by endeavouring to prove that none of the 
Premier’s schemes will in any way affect them. Thus, when Russian financiers 
recently failed in the All-Russian Grain Bank and in responding to the Ministerial 
schemes that the Maikop petroleum should fall into purely Russian hands, facilities 
were promptly afforded to English companies to develop the undertakings, the 
Ministerialists advertising the facts as a proof of M. Stolypin’s goodwill to all. 


The Premier’s Failures. 


In spite of all M. Stolypin’s efforts, he has apparently failed as yet to mislead 
the whole world. Last week, he received two unwelcome messages, which are 
believed to cause him some anxiety. The Russian merchants were informed that 
the International Congress of commercial representatives to be held in Boston 
(1912), will deal with the restrictions imposed upon foreign Jewish merchants in 
Russia. Equally distressing appeared to him the news that the St. Petersburg 
and Moscow merchants were loudly accusing him of their great failures at the 
Nijni-Novgorod fairs, owing to the recent restriction against the attendance of 
Jews there. Moreover, in a passion of anger, they decided to make an effort to 
send to the fourth Duma as many deputies with a knowledge of commercial 
matters as possible, so as to protect themselves against the caprices of amateur 
legislators. 


The Great Fire at Constantinople. 

Lord Ronaldshay, M.P., Honorary Treasurer of the Stamboul Fire Fund, has 
received the following report from Sir Adam Block, dated Stamboul, 6th 
September : 

I have delayed answering your letter of the 12th ultimo regarding the sufferers by the 
Stamboul tire until I had something definite to report. An International Committee has 
been formed for collecting monev, and three of its members—one French, one I[talian 
and one British subject—form part of the Distribution Committee appointed by the 
Turkish Government, which is under the presidency of H. E. Ahmed Riza Bey, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies. Christians as well as Moslems are serving on the 
Committee. All the memhers are men of the highest competency, in whom confidence 
may be placed. The work has been slower and rather of a preparatory character. 
£T2,000 have been distributed for immediate and pressing wants—-bread and provisions 
and temporary housing. Careful lists are being made of the absolutely indigent persons, 
showing the’ number of families in need of succour. Sub-Committees are obtaining 
detailed information. I am assured that the greatest care is being taken to assist only 
the really destitute, and to ensure impartiality in the distribution of relief without dis- 
tinction of race orcreed. These preliminary enquiries have taken a somewhat protracted 
time, but to make them thoroughly this delay could not, perhaps, have been avoided. 
The accounts will eventually be published.

Sad Plight of the Jews in Damascus.

The situation of the Jews in Damascus has become intolerable. Not only are 


they scandalised from within by the presence in their quarter of a certain 
undesirable class who enjoy the protection of the public authorities, but from 
- without they are continually being insulted and molested by low Arabs, who are 
permitted.to carry on their work with impunity. Even justice is denied our 
“people. A short time ago a Jew was aecused of insulting the Mohammedan 
religion, and was brutally assaulted by a mob. As though this were not sufficient 
punishment, even had he been guilty of the charge, he was thrown into prison, 
where he fell ill. Despite the reports of the doctors, who recommended his 
removal to hospital, he was kept in prison where he died after great suffering. 
During his incarceration, it entered no one’s head to bring him to trial in order that 
it might be ascertained whether he was guilty or not. The situation is 
aggravated by the almost daily insults and calumnies hurled at the Jews by the 
Arab paper Mukhabes. Notwithstanding an official rebuff it received from 
Constantinople for the publication of false charges against the Jews there. it 
continues its inventions, the latest being the alleged discovery in Constantinople 
of a child whom the Jews had stolen for the purpose of ritual murder. The state- 
ment was accompanied by comments of a nature calculated to incite its fanatical 
readers to acts of violence upon the Jews. | 
I have, for obvious reasons, abstained from entering into details of the internal 
scandal by which the Jews are troubled, and which cause intense grief to pure-minded 
menand women.

Universities, thereby diminishing also the percentage of Jews. In Moscow it was 
even found impossible to admit this year all the Jews who obtained a hundred per 
cent. of the marks at the examination, and, in harmony with the new spirit, the 
University declined to appeal on their behalf to the Ministry, regarding it as a 
waste of energy. As for those who passed their examinations without distinction, 
they could, in the majority of cases, spare themselves the trouble of applying even 
to the less popular Universities. 

It is reported that M. Kasso, the Minister of Education, will soon resign.

Assaults on Jews in Turkey.

SALONICA. 

The murders and ill-treatment of Jews in many towns of the Ottoman 
Empire by civil and military authorities. as well as by private individuals, are 
becoming far too frequent. To the long list of crimes recently committed, others 
have to be added equally revolting. 

At Haifa (Palestine), Madame Mania Shohet Zilbechbitz was passing the 
residence of the Kaimakam. At the door the gendarme on guard was holding in 
his arms the little daughter of. the Kaimakam, to whom he addressed some remarks 
which reached the ears of Madame Zilbechbitz. The gendarme was, in fact, 
giving the childa veritable lesson in anti-Semitism, teaching her how to insult the 
‘“eursed Jews.” The Jewess stopped, and begged the man to cease his talk, which 
was unworthy of an agent of the authorities. His reply was to order her to move 
on, and on her taking no notice of his order, he seized a chair with which he gave 
her several blows on the head. The woman, covered with blows, and almost 
unconscious, took refuge in a neighbouring house. The police came on the scene, 
but all attempts to find her assailant were futile. 

Another case occurred here. M. Isaac Mallah was one evening returning to 
his home when he was assailed by some hooligans, one of whom fired a pistol. 
The commissary of police suspecting that M. Mallah himself had fired, questioned 
him, and when he indignantly denied the accusation, the officer beat him on the 
face, seizing him by the moustache so firmly that a tuft of hair remained in his 
hand. Mallah’s brother protested against this brutality, and was similarly dealt 
with for interfering. This is how equality and justice are interpreted. 


A New Synagogue at Ostend. 

A new synagogue has been consecrated at Ostend by the Chief Rabbi of 
Belgium. It is a fine example of modern architecture, and takes the place of the 
building hitherto lent by the Municipality for the purpose of a synagogue. The 
State and the Municipality each contributed 15,000 francs, and generous donations 
were also made by the many foreign Jewish visitors to this popular resort. 


The Blood Libel in Russia.

The Real Russians are making a desperate attempt to forma chain of evidence 
against M. Beilis (senior). A few weeks ago, the latter was released only to be 
transferred to another prison, owing to the storm raised by the anti-Semites and 
especially by the Zemstchina (the inventor of the libel) against the leniency shown 
to the Jews in setting all their suspects free. To corroborate their statements, 
they are manufacturing a proof that the deceased friend of Yuschinsky, the son of 
Tcheberakova, has stated that Yuschinsky had spent his last day in the house of 
M. Beilis. The Zemstchina demands that corporal punishment be administered to 
the Rabbi of Kieff and to M. Beilis in order to extort a confession from them. 

Professor Lutchitsky, the Cadet deputy for Kieff, has made a careful inquiry 
into the entire libel case, and he intends to introduce a strong interpellation into 


the Duma, drawing the attention of the House to thestrange attitude of the officials 
in siding with the anti-Semites against the Jews. 


Denominational Intolerance in a Buda-Pesth School. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


VIENNA. 
The Education Board in Buda-Pesth, prompted by a concrete case that 


occurred recently, has sent a circular to the Head Masters and Mistresses of all 
public schools, instructing them that except for the purpose of religious instruc- 
tion, the separation of the pupils by religions must be studiously avoided. Never- 
theless, a fresh case of religious intolerance has to be recorded. The head of a 
school in the Hungarian capital recently summoned the teachers to a conference, 
and proposed to them that in future the pupils should be divided. according 
to the religions-they profess, that is to say that Roman Catholics and Jews should be 
placed in separate classes: The teachers could not believe their ears and 
imagined that the Headmaster was joking. When, however, he explained his plan 
they saw he was in earnest and they greeted it with such a storm of disapproba- 
tion that he was obliged to withdraw it. The affair has become public property, 
and the Education Board is likely to deal drastically with the intolerant Head- 
master, who defends his scheme as being in the interests of religious instruction. 
A Buda-Pesth newspaper declares that this and similar cases cannot be settled by 
means of circulars and orders. It states that the duty of the educational 
authorities is to make an example of such congregationalist teachers and se to 
deprive them of the opportunity to stir up religious strife in the public schools to the 
upkeep of which all classes of the population have to contribute. 


A Rothschild Marriage in Vienna. 

Last Friday, Baroness Valentine de Rothschild, only daughter of the late 
Baron Albert, was married to Herr Sigmund Spitzer in shia Cavamental Hall of the 
Synagogue in the First District of Vienna. In view of the fact that the Rothschild 
family are in deep mourning, the ceremony was attended onl by the nearest 
relatives of the bridal couple. Dr. Giidemann, Chief Rabbi of Vienna, was the 
celebrant. ‘T'he bride gave 50,000 kronen each to two Jewish institutions with 


which her family are specially identified, as well as gifts for Jewish and Christian

At Zhitomir 
instead of basing the answer on actual experience, a statement recommending the 
exclusion of the Jews from the forces has been drawn up on the ground that 
Lutostansky recently described them as cowards and that they displayed little 
heroism during the Assyrian wars. 


| A Charge Withdrawn. 

It will be remembered that nine months ago the Crown Rabbi of Mohileff, M. 
Cohen, was arrested on the strength of a denunciation that he had organised a 
society to aid Jews in avoiding military service. The Rabbi was released last 
week, the charge against him having been withdrawn. 


““Hands Up, Jews!"’: An Army Officer's Insult. 
[From our Correspondent. ] 


VIENNA. 
The exclamation, “ Hands up, Jews!” borrowed from the lexicon of Russian 
terrorists and hooligans, was heard a few days ago, to the astonishment of all 
- present, in the drill ground of a barracks in Hungary. This was the manner in 
which it pleased a Captain of Honveds to show his hatred of the Jews. For the 
moment the soldiers did not grasp the meaning of the command: but the officer 
in a louder tone repeated the words: “Hands up, Jews!” and, obedient to military 
discipline, every Jew in the ranks lifted up his hands. The matter has been 
reported to the Minister of Honveds, and, in addition, will form the subject of an 
interpellation in the Hungarian Chamber of Deputies. 


Expulsions of Foreign Jews from Munich. 


The police at Munich have suddenly expelled a number of Jewish families, 
originally from Russia and Galicia, the heads of which earn their living as 
hawkers. Further expulsions are anticipated of all foreign Jews who are not 
licensed hawkers or who cannot produce proofs of the manner in which they gain 
their livelihood.

Benson, and the Trustees, Messrs. H. Feldman, N. Weinberg, and J. Zeller, are 
elected for twelve months. The President, on behalf of the Society, presented to 
Mr. A. I. Cohen a suitably inscribed gold medal for valuable services rendered. 

The Rev. Jacob I. Levine, late of Dundee, has been unanimously appointed 
Minister of the Congregation at Robertson (Cape Colony) in succession to the Rev. 
Mr. Klein. 

On the 23rd August a lecture on ‘‘ Leaders of Men” was delivered in the 
hall of the Israelite (Anglo-Jewish Association) School, Bombay, by Principal 
N. G. Welinkar, M.A., LL.B., a non-Jewish member of the School Committee. 
The Rev. Dr. Mackigan, M.A., D.D , LL.D., presided. There was a large and 
an appreciative gathering of Bene Israel ladies and gentlemen. In the course of 
his lecture, he said that best examples of leaders could be found in the religious 
history of the Jews. Leaders must possess not only intellectual but also moral 
qualities of the best order. The leaders of the Jews, from Moses of the Bible 
down to Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
had exhibited the qualities of the mind and the heart, and they had served their 
communities most faithfully on account of their great love for their religion. <A 
community rose not so much on account of the intellectuality of its individuals as 
on account of their cohesiveness. Among the Bene Israels there was a great need 
of cohesion, and they must rally round their only educational institute, the 
Israelite School, and support it with all their might. There was intense educa- 
tional and social activity in the communities of India, and if the Bene Israels 
desired to keep pace with them they, too, must bestir themselves. He concluded 
by exhorting all the Bene Israels to work for the educational advancement of the 
community. 

The New York Kehillah is engaged on the compilation of a Jewish communal 
directory, which will present an authoritative, classified, and descriptive statement 
of the religious, educational, and philanthropic activities of the Jews in Greater 
New York. 

Yesterday week, on the occasion of the first anniversary of the death of 
Rabbi Judah Lubetski, of Paris, his successor, Rabbi J. L. Herzog, delivered a 
Hesped to a crowded congregation at the Lion St. Paul Synagogue. The famous 
Chazan, M. Wilder, of Odessa, recited the Hazkarah. 

The annual meeting of the Griqualand Zionist Association was held last 
month at Kimberley. In the absence, through indisposition, of Mr. W. Sagar, 
the President, the meeting was presided over by the Rev. H. Isaacs. In the 
seventh annual report and balance-sheet (which was adopted on the motion of the 
Chairman, seconded by Mr. M. Price) the Committee congratulated the members 
on the good and successful work undertaken by the Association. The total 
income was £325, an increase of £42 over the previous year’s income. All 
liabilities had been met, and there was a balance in hand of £66. Over £99 had 
been collected for the National Fund, as against £73, and 291 Shekolim had 
been sold. More than £100 had also been collected for the Bezalel School. The. 
Zionist Record, the official newspaper, did not receive the support to which it was 
entitled.

To commemorate his seventieth birthday, the Municipality of Posen has 
conferred the honerary citizenship on Commercial Privy Councillor Michael Herz, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, a post he has held since 1894. He has 
also been a member of the Town Council for over thirty years, and in recognition 
of bis services in that capacity he was honoured by the Emperor with the Order 
of the Red Eagle. Herr Herz is President of the Jewish community, and is 
Chairman of several important financial and industrial corporations. _ 

The Minister of Education in Berlin has issued instructions that Jewish children 
who attend Christian elementary schools shall, on the application of their parents 
or guardians, be exempted from attendance on their Sabbaths and Festivals. 

Rabbi Jacob Meir, Chief Rabbi of Salonica, took advantage of his stay in 
Palestine to visit the Petach Tikvah Colony. Asa result of this visit he has 
purchased a plot of land, about 60 dunums in area, consisting of various 
plantations. 

The Sephardi Community in Safed (Palestine), has elected the former Chief 
Rabbi of Damascus as its Haham Bashi. Rabbi Alphandari has taken up his 
new duties, and has been warmly welcomed by leading ecclesiastical and lay Jews. 

The Rev. Dayan Friedman, of the Orthodox Congregation in Johannesburg, 
has left for England in order to undergo a surgical operation. 

The King of Italy has promoted Commander Guido Rava Sforni, of Mantua, 
to be Grand Officer of the Crown of Italy. A similar distinction has, on His 
Majesty’s own initiative, been conferred on Signor Sereni, President of the Jewish 
community in Rome. 

- Professor Giacobbe Rava has died at the age of seventy-three. Since the year 
1864 he had been Lecturer at the Eye Clinic of the University at Milan (his native 
ou He had also been Rector and President of the Medical Faculty of the same 

niversity. 

On the initiation of the Rev. J. Danglow, M.A., Minister of St, Kilda 
(Melbourne), a Young People’s Jewish Association has recently been formed. Its 
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purpose is to co-ordinate and direct the energies of the younger’ members of the 
community in educational, philanthropic and religious activities. The essential 
feature of the organisation is that each member will be encouraged to find an out- 
let for his energies in the manner most congenial to himself. The movement has 
been taken up with enthusiasm. Over one hundred members have been enrolled. 

Herr Moses Freudeger de Obuda, President of the Autonomous Orthodox 
Congregation in Buda-Pesth, died on the 7th inst., at the age of seventy-eight. 
The existence and development of the Orthodox Community in that city (writes 
our Vienna correspondent) are closely connected with the name of’ the deceased, 
to whom the establishment of many of its institutions is due. His fine character 
and his extensive knowledge of Jewish sciences won him general recegnition and 
esteem. Although immersed in important commercial undertakings, he devoted a 
great part of his life to public affairs, for which he laboured with the utmost 
energy. 

Herr Bela Guttmann, the celebrated Chief Cantor of tlle Jewish Community 
in Vienna, has died after a long illness in a private sanatorium. Combined with 
a full-toned baritone voice, he had a profound Hebrew knowledge, which lent 
impressiveness to his rendering of the liturgy. Chief Cantor Guttmann was a man 
of marked individuality, and had many characteristics in common with the late 
Rev. Marcus Hast. The funeral took place in Vienna last Friday. 

Herr Moriz Fuchsgelb, for twenty vears Administrator of the Armec-ind 
Marine-Zeituny in Vienna, bas died there at the age of seventy. 

Frau Luise Schnitzler, widow of Professor Dr. Johann Schonitzler, the dis- 
tinguished laryngologist and director of the General Policlinic in Vienna, died last 
Saturday in her seventy-second year. She was mother of Dr. Arthur Schnitzler,

Jewish Education in Alexandria. 
T® THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SIR,—Being on my annual visit to this country, I read with much interest in 
your distinguished paper of the 8th inst., an account of the interview with the 
head-master of the so-called Jewish Free School, Alexandria. 

As one of the members of the school-committee mentioned, I ask for your 
kind indulgence to permit me to mention a few further details which I think are 
(propos. 

The Jewish Community of Alexandria provides for the education of about 1,300 
pupils, all accommodated in a spacious building divided into four departments 
called Ecoles Gratuites de la Communauté Israelite d’ Alerandrie. 

1. The Kindergarten called Asie, containing nearly 600 boys and girls, is 
admirably conducted by Mlle. Loria, who devotes herself whole-heartedly to the 
welfare of her young charges including personal supervision of the feeding of the 
entire institution. These pupils, after spending at least three vears in the Asi/e, are 
drafted on to the higher departments for bovs and girls. 

‘2. The girls’ school, called Chadart Yazor, contains about 350 pupils under 
the direction of Mile. Lusena whose splendid capabilities are highly appreciated. 
The gratifying results of the last examination testify to the excellent work done by 
the scholars under guidance and raises the school to a very high level among the 
bast of its kind. The education received by these girls who are destined to become 
the future mothers of Israel must-of necessity exercise a beneficial influence on our 
coming generations. Many girls who have left the school, have, with the help of | 
the committee, found employment and materially assist their parents and families. 

3. The Boys’ School, called Talmud Torah, contains over 300 pupils 
directed by M. Carsenti, and is in a high state of efficiency. This may be testified 
by the fact that the Mission Laique de France has accepted three of its pupils to 
be admitted free of charge to the Lycée Francais in Alexandria for the first time. 
This notable event is a source of much gratification to the Jewish community of 
the city, who earnestly hope that the same scholarship may be gained annually by 
several of the boys. Many of the past pupils work, not only in stock-broking but 
also in important commercial and financial houses, exclusive of those who follow 
the arts and trades. 

A matter of serious consideration at present occupying the minds of the 
School Committee is the introduction of the English language into the curriculum 
of the school. This desirable achievement, in the near future, would be con- 
siderably hastened could the Committee but receive the same encouragement from 
the English institutions as that afforded by the French and Italian. 

4. The Atelier de Couture, under the direction of qualified teachers and 
supervised by Mlle. Loria, contains nearly sixty workers who have finished their 
studies in the other departments, and is of inestimable value to the girls, who 
receive a small remuneration for their work while in the Atelier, besides providing 
them with the means of obtaining a livelihood in the future. 3 

In conjunction with the Amelé Torah, which provides the uniforms and 
meals for the pupils, the Société Protectrice des Enfants Israélites supplies all the 
wearing apparel for the Asile, and contributes towards the feeding of the pupils. 

The extension of the Hebrew language is mainly due to the indefatigable 
efforts of the Sub-Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Abraham Abikhzir, who has introduced 
new and most intelligent methods, exciting the interest and spreading among our 
juvenile coreligionists a love and reverence for our ancient and honoured language. 
The remarkable work of the Rev. Abraham Abikbzir is now supported by the 
Rev. Chief Rabbi Della Pergola, who, by his frequent visits and profound interest, 
gives the greatest encouragement to the respective head-teachers and their staff as 
well as to the pupils. . at

SPIRIT OF UNREST STILL SIMMERING.” 


OUTBREAK AGAINST POLICE. 


Further prosecutions took place at Tredegar Police Court during the week 
in connection with the rioting and outbreak against Jews. In almost every case 
the goods looted belonged to Jewish shopkeepers, and the delinquents were 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment varying from one month to three months. 
There was an exciting scene at the railway station on Monday when the 
prisoners were being entrained for Usk. A large and threatening crowd congre- 
gated, and the police were hooted. As the escort, numbering fifteen, moved 
away after the train had departed, they were followed by a hostile crowd, and the 
police turned as if they were going to charge. The crowd closed on them again, 
and hustled them for a considerable distance. An officer of the Somersets and a 
bugler were at the station in readiness to summon the military. 

A strong force of police was kept in readiness on Tuesday, when further rioters 
were committed by the magistrates in consequence of trouble which took place 
on the previous evening. As the prisoners were being conveyed to the train for 
Usk, the police were followed by a threatening crowd, who booed and hooted. 
After the train left the station, the police escort were followed by a hostile crowd, 
on whom the police had to turn on several occasions. The mob pressed round 
them and hustled them. Stones were thrown and blows struck. The Somerset 
Light Infantry were called out, and several lusty scuffles ensued, one of the 


soldiers having his helmet knocked off, while several military and police were 


struck with stones. The crowd followed a well-known local Jewish gentleman 
and started hustling him, but he succeeded in making good his escape. 


From advices which have reached us from South Wales, it would seem that 
a spirit of unrest is still simmering in the district, and representations on behalf 
of the Jews there resident have been made to the Home Office to maintain the 
soldiery in the affected area as a matter of precaution. 


At their last meeting, the Tredegar Library Committee unanimously passed a vote 
of sympathy with Mr. S. Louis Harris, a member, on the damage and loss sustained 
during the recent riots. Several members spoke in strong terms respecting the 
action of the ridters. Mr. Harris has given many valuable books to the library, 


and recently collected a large number from Jewish authors and on Jewish subjects, 
which form a new section. 

The Weekly Arqus (Tredegar), in the course of a leading article, said :— 

. In the course of his speech as prosecuting solicitor in the Tredegar looting cases, 
Mr. Horace Lyne made a statement which, unfortunately, it is impossible to contest. A 
portion of the men brought before the magistrates, he said, were not hooligans in the 
accepted sense of the word, but men “who would otherwise be called respectable.” 
Many of them were colliers who were “in work and not in want.’ What should be 
the future attitude of the community towards these proved objectionables” 
The * Tredegar magistrates very sensibly and very justly imposed severe 

nalties on those convicted of. the abominable outrages which have made 

redegar, Ebbw Vale, and other 
but will the punishment be a_ deterrent? QOutlawry is not in vogue in 
these days, but if these men with twisted brains are to have their conduct speedily 
forgotten, they will cease to see the heniousness of their behaviour, and the community 
will never feel safe. Honest men should shun them until they have learned the lesson 
that such conduct as that of which they were guilty cannot be tolerated by respectable 
people, and that when disgrace is brought upon a town those responsible are held in 
abhorrence, until, by a period of unmistakably exemplary conduct, they prove their 
contrition and show conclusively that they are really fit for the society of their fellows. 

The Welshman (Carmarthen) observes :— 

The Scotch Minister who prayed God to ‘“ gie us a guid conceit 0’ oorselves ” was 
not so wise as he thought. People who think highly of themselves are commonly 
despised by others, and this is as true of nations as of individuals. Our British people 
flatter themselves with the idea that they are the freest and most tolerant beings on the 
face of the earth, and that men of every opinion enjoy equal liberty under our flag. 
It is needless to say that quite a different notion prevails in most parts of the world 
outside the British Empire, and that we are credited with having a special and innate 
tendency for persecution. And there is some reason for this view. A very large—we ho 
the largest—part of the population of the United Kingdom, if not free from unreasonable 
prejudice, are at least able to control their actions and shape them by strong com- 
monsense. (On the other hand there is always a strong element of fanaticism among us. 
The worst sign of this persecuting spirit which has shown itself in Great Britain for 
many years past, has been lately manifested in South Wales. We are, of course, 
referring to the late outburst of anti-Semitism. The movement became. speedily 
general over a wide district, as if it had been preconcerted. How are we to explain the 
occurrence of so shameful and monstrous a thing in England in this twentieth century ” 
And the rioters are not the only sinners. ‘The worst of the whole business is that 
- nobody seems to be much abashed or grieved at what has happened. On the contrary, 

the London and other Ler are have been largely occupied ine after day with letters 
abusing the Jews, and justifying the conduct of the rioters. Replies to these letters have 
come in nearly every case from the persecuted people themselves, and not half-a-dozen of 
our so-called Christians, so far as we have noticed, have had a word to say in favour of 
religious freedom. It is enough to make a rational observer despair of the future of our 
country. As for making excuses and finding fault with the Jews, this is an old trick 
which everyone should see through who is not wilfully blind. Was there ever a time 
during the past two thousand years when persecutors did not try to justify themselves by 
traducing their victims, and professing to act in the interests of the community? It is 
melancholy to think that any large section of our people can be so stupid or so wicked as 
to profess belief in rascally cant of this description. |

SiR,—I thoroughly agree with the admirable letter of Mr. Roskin in last 
week’s issue and join with him that it is source of some danger to publish in the 
English Press articles or letters in which the recent events in South Wales are 
ascribed to a feeling of anti-Semitism, even if it did exist, as it does not need 
much persuasion to awaken or create such a feeling among the class of people 
responsible for the events which have occurred lately as witnessed by the rapidity 
with which the outbreaks spread to the surrounding districts. 

1 have recently spent a few days in the affected area with the object of 
ascertaining, if possible, the true causes of the trouble, and, as a result, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the whole affair was simply the result of the present 
political unrest and labour dissatisfaction. The hooligan, at Tredegar, although 
not actually involved in a strike, had caught that apparently contagious complaint 
of looting and plundering, and met with so much success due to insufficient police 
protection that the numbers swelled and eventually included, I am sorry to say, 
people of the apparently respectable class. Now the important question is why 
did they attack the Jews? It is true that certain accusations were made against 
a particular member of our community on account of rack-renting, but this 
appeared to be the general practice in Tredegar due to the scarcity of houses. This 
fact, however, does not appear to me to be sufficient reason for the general attack on 
the Jews of that town; we must therefore enquire further. The Jews in Tredegar 
number about 160 in a population of 20,000. Until recently this number was 
much smaller, but lately an influx of Russian families has taken place. 

The new arrivals, due to thrift and industry, eventually succeeded in opening 
small businesses on their own. The present political unrest and labour dis- 
satisfaction can be traced to a feeling of class hatred, a doctrine often preached by 
the street-corner Socialist. Such a feeling, Iam afraid, was expressed by the mob 
in Tredegar against the Jews as a class on account of their apparent prosperity, 
with the result that the Jewish shops were affected. I venture to suggest that 
similar proceedings would have taken place had a foreign element, whether French, 
Chinese or any other, existed in any number in Tredegar and kept businesses. If 
one defines this as anti-Semitism, then anti-Semitism certainly was prevalent, but 
I myself do not think so, because, if such were the case, Iam sure that the mob 
would not have stopped at property-plundering but would have resorted to personal 

' Again, a significant fact is that during the 
looting no shouting took place, as “‘ Down with the Jews,” or words to that effect. 
It appears, therefore, that the object was simply to loot, and the Jews formed a 
means toan end. It is to be hoped that every effort will be taken to discover the 
leaders, as undoubtedly there were leaders, and to deal with them most severely, so 
that it will be a lesson to them and others that they cannot plunder private citizens’. 
property with impunity, and, unless this be done, I am afraid that a recurrence of 
the. affair is always likely to take place during periods of labour dissatisfaction.

THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


The Alien Immigration Board met on Tuesday to consider the cases of three 
immigrants. The members present were Mr. Williams, J-P., in the Chair, Mr. 
Alphonse D. Joseph and Mr. Boustred. | 

ISAAC JANKOWITZ, who is nineteen and came from Roumania, was rejected 
on medical grounds. It was not, he said, until he lad left Vienna that he found 


out that he was suffering from a disease, otherwise he would have staved in 


Roumania. | | 

The next case was that of YENTE KAMLET, who came from (Odessa to a 
brother living in Woolwich. She possessed no means. Mr. Isaac Landau, who 
legally assisted in this and the next case, said that an uncle of the appellant, who 
was a master tailor and had a good business in Plumstead, was prepared to take 
the girl (a tailoress by trade) into his keeping. The uncle and brother were called 
before the Board, whom they satisfied as to their position being such as to assure 
the immigrant’s welfare. The appeal was allowed. 

FISCHEL STEIN, 17, who possessed £5, said he was a tiilor and desired to 
come toa married sister in London, having left-Russia because, after his mother 
had died, he felt very lonely. The Immigration Officer mentioned that the address 
given was the same as had been given on two occasions during the past few weeks 
by two immigrants. Mr. Landau said he had in attendance, and could call, a 
master tailor who had employed the brother-in-law of the appellant for the past 
tive years, and who would undertake togive Steinemployment. The brother-in-lawand 
his employer were both called and the one proved to the Board his capability of 
seeing to the lad’s future, and the other his position to keep him in remunerative 
employment. After a brief consideration in camera of one or two points raised by 
one of the members of the Board, the immigrant was admitted. 


RESEARCH STUDENTSHIP IN JERUSALEM. 


A FAR-REACHING SCHEME. 
ENGLAND FURNISHES THE FIRST STUDENT. 


Some time ago, in these columns, Mr. Israel Abrahams put forward a power- 
ful plea for a University in Jerusalem. The scheme secured warm approval from 
all quarters, and, in several cases, offers of help were received. The honour of 
having taken the first step towards the realisation of this project belongs to Mr. S. 
Rabinerson, of Kieff, well known for his indefatigable efforts and activities, 
directed towards the development of Jewish life in the Holy Land. Mr. Rabiner- 
son has vigorously supported all Jewish Palestinian schemes ; his benefactions are 
too celebrated to require any notice here. The encouragement of literature has had 
especial attractions for Mr. Rabinersonand, in particular, of higher academic studies. 
His gifts of schools and libraries are numerous, and his fertile brain is con- 
stantly evolving original plans to further the development of Jewish culture. 
The present scheme is to establish in Jerusalem a body somewhat similar to the 
French “ Academy of Immortals.” For this purpose Mr. Rabinerson has formed 
an international committee of Jewish Professors and University teachers, including 
Mr. Israel Abrahams, Prof. Bacher, Prof. Berliner, Prof. Gottheil, Prof. Israel Levi, 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, Prof. Israelsobnand Dr. Poznanski. Thiscommittee willelect 
scholars and supervise their research. Each scholar is to receive a very muopifi- 
cent studentship in order to carry out archwological or literary investigation, 
preferably in Jerusalem itself. Mr. Rabinerson has founded two student- 
ships, tenable by Jews, without restriction as to country or age, 
who have graduated at a European University, and who have already gained some 
The studentship is not to be awarded for the purpose of enabling the 
holder to work for a degree. The Academy may, perhaps, at some future date 
make arrangements for teaching ; at present the idea is to imitate such a founda- 
tion as All Souls’ College, Oxford, which has numerous fellowships, but about 
four undergraduate students. It is intended that the work produced bv the 
Rabinerson student shall be a real contribution to learning, a clause which 
will be interpreted with the same strictness as in a Trinity Fellowship 
thesis. It is further intended that the student should make Jerusalem 
his abode. Thus, if Mr. Rabinerson’s example is followed by others, and if 
year by year, more students are sent out, gradually an academic centre will be 
established. All that will then be required will be for a Jewish Carnegie to build 
a college—like the Temple of Peace at the Hague—and for other wealthy 


members of the community to establish endowments; then the dream will be 


realised of the ‘‘ mouth of the Priest guarding knowledge,” and of ‘the Law going 
forth from Zion.” 

The honour of furnishing the first holder of these research studentships goes 
to England, in the person of Mr. Herbert Loewe, of St. Catharine’s College, 
Cambridge, who will spend two terms in Cambridge and one term and the long 
vacation in Palestine each year.

In response to a letter written to the JEWISH CHRONICLE by the Hon. 

Zionism. Secretary of the Men’s Zionist Societies, Mr. Phineas Cohen, and to

They had issued about 500 circulars for 
that meeting, and he regretted the small attendance of members present, as several 
people he saw there were not members, the meeting having been opened to the 
public. He thought that in a Jewish population of about 30,000 they ought to be 
able to support such a Society with a membership of a few hundreds. If they ©

An interesting case involved a question of the legal validity of a 
Glasgow. custom of trade among Jews and its relation to the provisions of 

Scots Law was decided in the Justice of the Peace Court here last 
Tuesday. The case was that of Gurewitz ». Szwag, and the action was raised 
for recovery of an account alleged to be due for Passover groceries supplied by the 
pursuer to the defendant in April, 1910. Szwag, who had been in the employ- 
ment of Gurewitz as a baker, lodged a counter claim for wages in respect of the 
Passover week in 1910. This claim was disputed by the pursuer on the ground 
that, as his employé had done no work during that period, he was not, according to 
the Law of Scotland, entitled to wages. This plea was met by evidence led on 


behalf of the defender, which sought to prove that a custom existed among Jewish 


bakers and master-bakers whereby an employé, although not actively engaged at 
his duties during the days of Passover, was entitled to full wages for the period. 
The Bench dismissed both the claim for payment of the account and the counter- 
claim for wages. Mr. D. Jeffrey Aitken, of Messrs. Thompson and Aitken, 
appeared for the pursuer, and the defender was represented by Mr. Stewart 
McNicol.

A NEGLECTED CEMETERY. 


SAMUEL MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S GRAVE. 


BY THE ISIDORE HARRIS, M.A. 
Every reader of the life of Menasseh ben Israel knows that the great man 


spent the last couple of months of his chequered career in Middelburg, the capital 


of Zeeland. His only son, Samuel (the elder, Joseph, had died in Lublin in 1648), 
his right hand in the negotiations with Oliver Cromwell for the readmissian of the 
Jews to England, died in London in September, 1657, having previously exacted a 


promise from Menasseh that he should be buried in his native Holland.’ With 
the financial help that the Protector generously extended to him, the broken- 
hearted father made his way home as far as Middelburg, where his brother-in-law,

THE MIDDELBURG PORTUGUESE CEMETERY. 


Ephraim Abarbanel, or Ephraim Soeira (a great-grandson of the great Isaac 
Abravanel, and a brother of his wife, Rachel Soeira) had his home. There 
Menasseh himself fell ill, and so was prevented from conveying his son’s body to 
Amsterdam. The remains of Samuel were interred in the recently-acquired Por- 
tuguese cemetery at Middelburg. When-Menasseh himself died two months 
later, in his brother-in-law’s house, he was not laid beside his son. As Habam of 
the Amsterdam Sephardi community, it seemed fitting that his remains should 
be transferred to that city and interred in the Portuguese cemetery at Oudekerk.’ 


A Cemetery of Buried Tombstones. 


But it is the burial-ground of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews at Middelburg 
to which attention needs to be directed. Some time ago I learnt that the tomb of 
Samuel Menasseh ben Israel and the entire cemetery had been allowed to fall into 
a condition of shameful neglect. I was asked to bring the matter to the notice of 
the Jews of England, some of whom, it was thought, might not be unwilling to 
help in preserving this historic site from further decay. The information and the 
request led me to pay a recent visit to the ancient Dutch town, and to see for 
myself how matters stood. The spectacle that presented itself was not a little 
surprising. Except for Samuel’s dilapidated stone, I found the entire cemetery 
overgrown with matted grass, so that nothing whatever could be seen of the flat 
tombstones, level with the earth, that lay beneath.” I was given to understand 
that the use of this grass is the keeper’s perquisite, which would perhaps account. 
for the state into which this venerable House of Life has been allowed to fall. 
Yet beneath this enclosed field there lies recorded in graven stone a valuable 
chapter of Jewish history—the story of a community of notable Jews from whom 
many & family living in England to-day can trace their descent. With the aid of 
shovel and rake I succeeded, during my brief stay, in unearthing three tomb- 
stones of no small interest. The two most important, belonging to the Abarbanel 
family, I have had photographed. The inscriptions, so far as I have been able to 
decipher them, show what an amount of genealogical information could be secured 
if the entire ground were pat in order, and its contents photographed and describel 
in a volume similar to de Castro’s “ Grafsteenen.” 


One Raised Tomb. 


Only one stone is raised above the ground—that of “Doctor Samuel, the son 
of Haham Menasseh ben Israel,” who died the 2nd Tishri, 1657. The inscription, 
which is in Portuguese, reads as follows :—

Names on the Tombstones. 


Nagtglas makes mention of the tombstones of Esther da Costa (1659) and of 
the noble lady, Donna Rachel Fullana (1674), who was closely related to, and may 
(he thinks) have been the wife of, Don Nicolaas de Oliver y Fullana, a colonel in 
the Spanish service. To the eighteenth century belong the graves of Nunez 
Miranda, Pereira Coutinho, Lopez de Castro, and Lopez de Almeida. Only a few 
stones—those of Rabbis—have Hebrew inscriptions, and the latest of these bears 
the date 1721. It covers the body of Judah Joseph Nathan, son of Assa a Cohen. 
The letters, half worn-away, would seem to describe him as a man of great 
learning. 

The author of “ Eene Rustplaats” calls attention to the curious fact that manv of 
the most important names on the tombstones are not to be found in the city 
registers and records of the time, and he explains the discrepancy on the assump- 
tion that many buried in this ground did not live in Middelburg itself. They had 
their homes in places which did not possess a Jewish cemetery. A resolution of 
the Municipality, dated 18th October, 1721, alludes to the custom of the Jews of 
Middelburg to receive the bodies of those of their nation who had died at 
Antwerp and other places in which there were no facilities for Jewish sepuiture. 
On the other hand, the names of some important Middelburg families are not to 
be found on the tombstones. Their absence may, perhaps, be explained by the 
fact that the Marrano merchants of those days had a double set of names—the 
Jewish names by which they were known to their community, and the Portu- 
guese appellation which they used in their intercourse with the outer world. 
Thus, David Abarbanel Dormido had been known in Holland as Manuel 
Martinez Dormido”, Manuel Pimentel’s Jewish name was Isaac Abenacar™. 
Elias Montalto has been known when professing Christianity as Felix Montalto”. 
Francisco Mendes was the baptismal name of one of the house of Nassi who 
married Donna Gracia Benvenuto tinder the baptismal name of Beatrice”. 
Joseph Nassi, the Duke of Naxos, was known to the outside world as Joao or J uan 
Miques”; Aaron Levi figured abroad as Antonio de Montesimos”; Moses Curiel 
as Geronimo Nunez (la Costa’! ; and Jacob Curiel as Alexander Nunez da Costa . 
Colonel Nicolaas de Oliver y Fullana took the name of Daniel Judah when he 
openly espoused Judaism™. The alias of Pinhas Abrabanel was Michel Thomas", 
that of Jacob Manhan was Francisco da Almeyda”. Partly, however, the absence 
of some well-known Middelburg names from the tombstones may be attributed to 
the circumstance that few important Jews settled permanently in one place. Thus 
Samuel Palache was living at Middelburg in 1591, but he died at the Hague in 
1616, and was buried at Amsterdam”. 


The Decline of Middelburg. 


With the decline of Middelburg in commercial importance, the Sephardi 
element diminished and gradually disappeared. Their place was taken by German 
settlers of a humbler grade, to whom on the Ist November, 1704, permission was 
granted to open another burial ground and build a synagogue. This is the syna- 
gogue and cemetery now in use by the existing congregation. The latter was 
considerably enlarged in 1760. Its upright stones, in good condition, witb their 
regular Hebrew inscriptions, call for no comment. No further traces of wealthy 
Portuguese Jews are to be found in Middelburg after the tirst twenty years of the 
eighteenth century. But dissensions between the two elements continued for a 
time, and culminated in a compact of peace which was approved by the magis- 
tracy in 1725. To-day, such are the cordial relations between Sephardi and 
Ashkenazi that the German congregation of Middelburg act as trustees of the dis- 
used cemetery for the Portuguese “community in Amsterdam, to whom the 
property, presumably, belongs, though the question of actual ownership has 
néver, in modern times, been decided! Thirty years ago, when the original 


wooden paling enclosing the ground was falling to vieces, Middelburg applied to 


Amsterdam to put things in order. In compliance with their request, the 
Mahamad erected an iron gate and the railings shown in the first photograph. 
Since then, the only prominent Jew who has evinced a practical interest in the 
ground was the late D. Henriques de Castro. He had the stones cleansed, and 
prepared a list and copy of the inscriptions, now in the possession of the 
Amsterdam Portuguese Congregation. 


Appeal to English Jews. 


In these circumstances it might well be expected that the Portuguese Jews of 
Amsterdam, or the German Jews of Middelburg, or both combined, should take 
in hand the restoration of this venerable graveyard. No one will deny that 
primarily the obligation rests with them. But in face of their unwillingness or 
inability to do more than they have already done, the suggestion that has 
been made to me that some of the Jews of England, those more particularly of 
Dutch and Sephardic descent, should undertake the work does not seem so far- 
fetched. Our debt to the pioneers of the Dutch Jewry, and: to Menasseh ben 
Israel before all, is one that wecan never adequately repay. In his “ Homage to 
Menasseh ben Israel,” Dr. Adler spoke of the blameworthy ingratitude we have 
evinced to the memory of the Portuguese divine.” He pleaded for a ‘‘ Memorial 
worthy of the name and fame of Menasseh ben Israel,” whom he rightly claimed 
as “ the virtual founder of the London community.”” Though more than seven. 
teen years have elapsed since Dr. Adler delivered this soul-stirring eulogy, no 
steps have been taken to give effect to his proposal. Might our tribute to this 
illustrious man not suitably take the form of a restoration of his 
son’s gravestone and of the memorial stones which surround it? Quite 
apart, however, from considerations of sentiment and gratitude, the 
historical interest of such an undertaking is so considerable that there must be 
many a student of Anglo-Jewish history who would be glad to contribute to an 
object that, when realised, will enlarge our knowledge of an interesting period and 
practically add a chapter to Jewish history. With this simple statement of the 
facts I have been able to collate I leave the matter in the hands of my readers, in 
the hope that ways and means may be devised of recovering in time for the Jewish 
community at large a portion of our common inheritance from the past.

Things not Essential to Happiness. 


Following the order of thought in the text, we may first notice a { 
things which do not necessarily constitute happiness. Vast possessions a: 
not an essential condition of the happy state. Nothing is more patent to 
observation, yet no experience is harder to. acquire. In spite of the lesson 
taught by what we see around us, we imagine that if only we could posse- 
boundless wealth we should grasp the secret of happiness. In our serio 
moments we know that nothing is further from the truth, but the serious nomen: 
are few and far between. We have all known many happy men and women wii) 
were not rich, and many rich men and women who were not happy. And it - 
probable that if we were seeking to-day for the pre-eminently happy man, we 
should not tind him among the lords of wealth. Nor is it difficult to understan:|! 
why this should be. _Wealth, honestly and justly gained, intelligently an 
humanely used, is an immense power for the elevation of the world, and it may |: 
largely instrumental in promoting the personal happiness of its possesso: 
But it is only a means to an end. There is, however, a faculty o! 
the mind—psychologists call it the faculty of Association—that, by constant 
attention to the means by: which an end is compassed, comes to invest the 
means with all the importance of an end. And thus wealth comes to be 
looked upon by many of us as if it were an end in itself. Its: acéumulation 
tends to engage all the powers and affections of men, so that they forget the 
purpose for which they are striving after wealth, and become entirely absorbe 
in the pursuit itself. And their whole lives are so absorbed. They dream 
that some time or other they will stop, but this time seldom comes. When 
the'r object is at length attained, it is found that three-fourths of their beiny 
has been starved to death to feed the preternatural development of a sing!» 
passion, with the result that a lifetime’s painful search after happiness ends is 
failure. Like the spectre of the Brocken, looming large in the mists of 
imagination, it fades from view when the toilsome ascent of the hill of life is 
accomplished. And if we turn to other objects of men’s striving and ambition 
—power, social station, intellectual fame—we shall find that they are not 
better calculated than wealth to satisfy the craving of the human heart for 
unalloyed happiness. ‘ 

The Essential Constituents. - 


What, then, are the essential constituents of human happiness? Our moral 
nature may be said to cover three great domains of action and feeling. -First, 
there are those faculties which make us eager for an active life. Then there is 
the domain of the emotions, that cause us to desire some object on which 
we can lavish our affections. Lastly, there is that in us which looks forward 
to the future, whose gaze is towards better things than we have attained in 
the past—an aspect of our nature which finds expression in such words as 
hope, expectation. Now, this threefold division of the moral character of man 
points to three things which are essential to human happiness. They are— 
something to do, something to love, something to hope for. 


Something to do. * 


“we wish to discover the pessimists, the ones who are for ever asking, 
like the writer of Ecclesiastes, whether life is worth living, we shall not go to 
those whom the pressure of circumstances compels to be active in efforts to 
obtain the means of subsistence. But we shall seek out those who are so 
unfortunate that they have nothing to do, and being placed beyond the 
necessity of toiling for a livelihood, make no return of voluntary service to 
their fellow-creatures, by whose combined exertions they live. We shall go 
to the idlers, the club loungers, the drones of fashionable society, to those 
who have tasted of every pleasure, who have drained the cup of life to the 
dregs and found nothing but dregs. These are the men who question about a 
future, who doubt whether the game of life is worth the candle. But for an 
opposite view of life we shall not hesitate to consult those who labour for some 
object, be it great or small; it matters not what, so long as it be a work into 
which & man may disinterestedly throw himself, that touches the welfare of 
humanity, and so links his little life to the great central life of the world’s 


progress. | 
Something to Love. 


Next there must be something to love. We are fashioned in such a 
strange way that, on the emotional side of our nature, we are like the sun. 
The more it pours forth the wealth of its light and warmth, the brighter are its 
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beams, and the richer it still remains. And so, the more we lavish our 
affection on the objects of our love the more affection we have to bestow. The 
human heart demands eyer some such objects. It may lavish itself on that 
which is mean and trivial. So much the more desirable is it that we should 
learn to fix our affections on that which is worthy of our highest love: on all 
who are most in need of our love—innocent childhood, helpless, stragglin 
humanity, and on those who are good, noble and true: and. above all thitign, 
that we may learn to cherish a vivid affection for Him whom we know to be 
the source and mainspring of our own life and of all life-——our Heavenly 
Father, whom we are exhorted in the Shemang to love with all our heart, with 
all our soul and with all our might. | | 
Something to Hope For. 

Lastly, something to hope for. Some of the principal pleasures of life 
like those of travel, consist not so much in the enjoyment they yield us at 
particular moments as in the attitude of expectancy in which we are placed by 
continuous change. This attitude of expectancy is a primary constituent of 
happiness. and the sweetest consoler of sorrow. Is there anv one of us. let his 
circumstances be what they may, from whom the pleasures of hope- aa of 
life’s compensations—are withheld ?. No, not one. And if we ean learn to 
cherish that deepest, grandest expectancy of all—the hope that overleaps the 
accident of death and feels sure that it is an accident—then trouble. sorrow, 
loss of friends, loss of property, sickness, are like the broken doll of the little 
child over which she weeps the transient tears that will soon be dried: tears. 
which like the dewdrops shaken from the fragrant tlowers by the passing 
breeze, are drawn up into the sky by the succeeding sunshine to form the 
beauty of the rainbow. . 

Happiness not a Monopoly. 

These, then, are the three essentials of human happiness, and none of 
them is the monopoly of a fortunate few. They are independent of wealth and 
power and station. They are within the reach of all, open and free: Tree as 
the broad, blue heaven ; free as the stars of the night, free as the alr we 
breathe, free as the wide expanse of ocean, free as the Prasses of the held. No 
man can withhold them from you. They are Gol’s bountiful gifts, which 
~ everyone may enjoy without stint or measure. Sings a modern poet: 

At the devil’s:-booth are all things sold, 

Each ounce of dross costs its ounce of gold; 

For a cap and bells our lives we pay, 

Bubbles we buy for a whole soul’s tasking. 

Tis heaven alone that is given away, 

’Tis only God may be had for the asking. 

No price is set on the lavish summer; 

June may be had by the poorest comer. 
It is the sentiment of the text put into other words. Nothing is denied us 
which is absolutely necessary to the making of the happy man. 


The Rev. Mr. Rosenzweig and Home Rule. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—A leaderette in to-day’s (12th September) issue of the Belfast Evening 
Teleqraph, the most popular newspiper in the North of Ireland, will, lam sure, 
convince you that I have not got myself into any water, much less “boiling 
water.” Jewish history taught me the bitter lesson--and this truth has been 
iterated and reiterated in the leaders of your valuable journal on the recent 
anti-Jewish rioting in South Wales—that in every period and clime when law 
and order were not in their normal condition, hooliganism, which is unfortu- 
nately to be found among all people, was let loose; and the Jew, who formed 
the weakest section in all communities, was the primary subject of attack. That 
the inauguration of Home Rule would be accompanied by violent disturbances in 
the North of Ireland, is a fact which I have gathered from a report of a meeting 
that took place in Belfast on the 12th of July this year. No less than 40,000 
Protestants who were present at that meeting solemnly pledged themselves to 
shed blood, if need be, and “fight for their faith and for their liberty.” That 
there will be blood shed in the North of Ireland when a Parliament is established 
in Dublin I am absolutely convinced ; and that our people will come in for a share 
quite unequal to the inevitable inconvenience which every other section of the 
community will haveto bear I am equally certain. It was for this reason, when 
the London newspaper asked my opinion on the anti-Jewish rioting, and ** whether 
the government should be asked to take preventive measures,” I considered it a 
good opportunity of stating that, in my op.nion, preventive measures were neces- 
sary in the North of Ireland in so critical a time, as the first few months will 
undoubtedly be, when Home Rule is granted.

I have served the community for the last nineteen years, and I am proud to 
think that throughout that period I have enjoyed the respect and esteem of the 
members of my own congregations as well as the appreciation and the admira- 
tion of my fellow citizens. This great privilege, 1 have every reason to hope, I 
shall continue to enjoy. It might not have been expedient for me “to shudder 
over the telegraphic wires,” but neither is it necessary for anyone to shudder the 
‘“unwisdom of having landed myself in a hornet’s nest.” The truth of the whole 
affair is rightly summed up by you: “A storm in an egg-cup.”

The Animals Slaughter Bill and the Board of Deputies. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,~-Mr, Joseph Pyag has discovered in my letter on the above subject a plot 
against the future Chief Rabbi. It is a “ gredt plot” organised by a‘‘ very small 
coterie” involving the “‘ utmost danger to everything Jews hold dear.” My letter 
is Only “one of the moves” engineered by the secret conclave whose intention is 
‘to split us up into little Bethels and to have no cohesion, no unity, no communal 
entity.” Mr. Prag does not reveal the process of reasoning by which he came to 
that fearful conclusion, nor does he indicate the motives of the conspirators who 


have planned that gun-powder plot. He only refers.to two facts-which have helped _ 


him to discover the true meaning of my letter. The first is that I am a son of 
Rabbi Daiches of Leeds, who was one of the signatories to the letter published on 
the Shechita question by the ‘ Association for. furthering traditional Judaism in 
Great Britain.” The second point is, that | referred in my letter to the ** Chief 
Rabbi of the United Synagogue in London” instead of using the full—more 
or less fictitious—title, *“‘The Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregations 
of the British Empire.” Iam sorry that these two facts—which are nothing but 
mere coincidence—have led Mr. Prag to baseless conclusions which have only 
had the effect of mixing up and confounding two important issues. It may sur- 
prise Mr. Prag—but I am firmly convinced that if the future Chief Rabbi were 
now already in office, he would be the first to disagree with the amendment pro- 
posed by the Board of Deputies, and try to alter it in the direction indicated by 
Dr. Gaster! And if Mr. Prag will consider the fact that the Animals 
Slaughter Bill has not been introduced for the purpose of benefiting the Jewish 
community, or for the purpose of legalising its ecclesiastical organisation, he will 


| soon realise that the arguments advanced in his second letter are matterless. 


Mr. Prag has not answered any of the questions I put to him in my letter of 
the Ist inst. He has entirely abandoned the position he took up in his original 
communication in which he told your readers that the promoters of the Bill would 
accept no other amendment. Your readers will remember that in the first letter 
the impression was conveyed to them that the conditions contained in the amend- 
ment of the Board of Deputies were the conditions imposed by the promoters of 
the Bill, and that unless’‘the power of licensing Shochetim is restricted to the Chief 
Rabbi or the President of the Board of Deputies, no exemption from the Act pro- 
hibiting killing without stunning could be expected by the community. It was 
chietly this statement, which I knew to be unfounded, that caused me to write to 
you, Sir, and to defend the attitude taken up by the Rabbis who have moved in 
the matter. Mr. Prag says not a word about it. Nor does he explain why Dr. 
Gaster, the Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregations, has been 
excluded from the scheme. In fact, he refers to none of the points I have ra sed, 
and is satisfied with warning the community against a dangerous plot on the one 
hand, and with an expression of contempt for “ opposition Rabbis ” on the other. 

Let me first assure your correspondent that I have the same contempt for 
opposition Rabbis—and for opposition Presidents, for that matter—as he has. But 
I do not agree with him as to the methods by which opposition to established 
institutions is to be prevented or made ineffective. I am quite sure that the 
British Government does not intend to lend the arm of the Law to the Jewish 
community for the purpose of upholding the authority of either the London 
Beth Din or the Board of Deputies. The attempt to obtain such powers in a 
roundabout way would, in my opinion, and in the opinion of many others, have 
disastrous consequences. Let us, for the purpose of illustration, take up a concrete 
case. The Leeds community is now experiencing a great deal of trouble through 
the opposition of a working men’s union, called the Burial Society, against the 
local Board of Shechita and the local Beth Din. The Rabbis (including the 
Minister of the Great Synagogue) are using the religious influence ad the pov r3 
of moral persuasion which they possess with the majority of the Jewish population 
to uphold the established institutions and to defeat the aims of the opposition, 
The Shochet employed by the working men’s union is probably one who was a 
licensed Shochet in some small congregation, and who has hitherto owed allegiance 
to the Chief Rabbi or the Beth Din in London. According to Jewish law that 
man’s Shechita is trifa in Leeds (although it may be kosher somewhere else), 
because he is acting against an arrangement or IPN of WISN 3), or the majority 
of the local community. The Rabbis deem it their duty to make this fact known, 
and to induce those who are anxious to comply with the requirements of the |"7 to 
abstain from buying meat killed by the opposition butcher. This step 
apparently leads to trouble and to public scandals. In which way, then, 
would the Animals Slaughter Bill with the amendment of the Board of 
Deputies help the Leeds community? Does Mr. Prag expect that in 
such a case the local authorities would step in and would instruct the 
police to forbid the Shochet of the opposition Congregation to kill? How 
could this be done? Ifa Shochet has once been certified to the Government as 
being a skilled and humane slaughterer, how can he again be disqualified and for- 
bidden by the police to kill for Jews? And assuming the local authorities could 
be induced to take this step, would not the consequences be most serious? The 
cause of the trouble may be an economic one (as it is at present in Leeds) and may 
be brought to the notice of Parliament by a local Labour member. Does Mr. Prag 
think that the Government would allow an Animals Slaughter Bill to be utilised 
in this way? Which thinking member of our community would try te use such a 
double-edged sword for the purpose of gaining some temporary advantage over an 
unruly section of our brethren? The only pressure that can be used, and can 
have some effect, is the moral and religious influence of the local ecclesiastical 
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authorities. and this influence can and ought to be strengthened by giving them 
greater independence and restoring to the Rabbi in every congregation the gor 
tional rights and privileges which he enjoys tn every other country, that the 
Jewish law grants him, and which during the last two millenniums he has always 
possessed. (Mr. Prag need not speak of “ conceding ” to the Rabbis “ these important 
privileges.” It is theirs by the law of the Shulchan Aruch—the same law that 
tells him how meat is to be made kosher and how Shochetim are to be supervised, 
ete. There are very few of the congregations in the United Kingdom employing 
their own Rabbis who do not regard them as the only reliable authorities in all 
matters of Kashrath, including the supervision of Shochetim._ 
Now, in his desire to impress your readers, Mr. Prag makes statements which, 
if I had not such a sincere regard for his person and were not convinced of his 
sincerity and good intentions, I would describe as malicious inventions. Some- 
body must have told Mr. Prag some awful tales about the religious life of our 
brethren abroad. “It is quite a common thing,” Mr. Prag informs us, ~ to find 
towns abroad in which there are two Rabbonim each with their own butchers and 
Shochetim. in which each Rabbi has declared the Shechita of his colleague to be 
trifa. anfl where followers of the one Rabbi must not eat of the Shechita of the 
other.” Where do these strange things occur, I should like to know? Would 
Mr. Prag be good enough to name the places in his next letter? 3 , 
Before I proceed I should like to say another word or two on the subject of 
the “ plot” suggested by Mr. Prag as the motive of my writing. I do not know 
whether Mr. Prag is aware that there are many leading and experienced. men in 
the community who have repeatedly written and spoken publicly against the 
system of ecclesiastical government which has hitherto prevailed in the Anglo- 
Jewish community. Nearly all the leading Ministers of the United Synagogue 
and of the provincial congregations have declared the old system to be impossible 
any longer. Well-known scholars and writers have expressed the same views in 
our communal organs and in the general Press. and now we read in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE letters by experienced members of the community, some of whom 
are Mr. Prag’s colleagues on the Board of Deputies and also mémbers of the 
Council of the United Svnagogue, strongly advocating “the abolition of the 
oftice of Chief Rabbi. as it has hitherto been known, and the institution of a series 
of local. self-governing and independent communities,” or demanding a full and 
thorough inquiry into the matter. Why look for the secret enemy and his plots 
if the open foe with his unsheathed sword is so near at hand? And what if the 
views of those gentlemen should spread. and gain popularity through public dis- 
cussion and open agitation’ Whatif the supposed inquiry should really take place 


and result in the overthrow of the prdésent ecclesiastical svstem. as anticipated by |

many? Is it not a peculiar procedure to bestow powers upon a future Chief 
Rabbi while the community is just beginning to discuss the question whether a 
Chief Rabbi should be appointed at all or not Ur does the Board of Deputies 
really intend that in case there is no Chief Rabbi, the President of that Board 
should act as his substitute in matters of Shechita 

I have already pointed out that as an instrament for suppressing opposition 
congregations with-opposition butcher-shops, the Animals Slaughter Bill will be of 
very little use. But in view of Mr. Prag’s constant references to a certain class 
of men who come to this country and set themselves up as Rabbis, I deem it 
necessary tosav this: I never intended to Suggest that any man who comes to.the 
British Isles and poses as a Rabbi should be recognised as such, and should be 
given the power to direct communal or. religious affairs in our midst. This is not 
done in any other country. The Shulchan Arach is also against it. It is only sach 
qualitied Rabbis—English or foreign—as are emploved by recognised congregations 


(Lam quoting Dr. Gaster) and are Known to the Community in whieh they work 


as reliable and trustworthy men that could claim that right. But to these men 
that right could not be dented. The Jewish Law grants it to them, and no secular 
or other power should be allowed to deprive them of it. As far, however, as the 
Government is concerned the licence of any Rabbi who has a congregation, a 
Synagogue. and a Shochet with a butcher-shop under control 
shonid be fully recognised, and it should uot be left to the guardians 
of the British Law, : ¢., the police, to discriminate between rabbis, or to tell a 
Jewish congregation that its shochet was not properly qualified. For the police in 
every town a certificate from the local Rabbi or Minister—or Beth Din where 
there is one in existence—certifving that the slaughterer was a shochet killing 
according to Jewish law for the members of his community or his congregation, 
should be sufficient in order to exempt him from the law prohibiting killing with- 
out stunning, and to allow him free exercise of his duties. The anticipated 
“inevitable conflict with the local authorities and terribly drastic legislation ” 
would be much more remote under this arrangement than under the arrangement 
proposed by Mr. Prag. It is he and his colleagues who are in my opinion playing 
a dangerous game, and are seeking powers which, “if given to them would be fatal 
to everything we hold dear as Jews.” 

Iam fully convinced that the thinking elements in British Jewry will not 
agree to the attempt made to introduce from outside a new factor into the manage- 
ment of our religious and cOmmuna! affairs. We never know how soon the self- 
imposed restrictions will turn into heavy chains which will fetter the Anglo-Jewish 
community and stifle all hfe init. Will it not then be too late to mend?

Very pleasant is it to observe the continued admiration which everywhere 
finds utterance regarding the historical writings of the late Professor Charles 
Gross, of Harvard. The Library Association held its Conference at Perth las: 
week. Mr. Tedder (the librarian of the Atheneum), read a paper on “ The 
Projected Bibliography of National History.” and pointed out that Professur 
Gross had already done part of the work in hisvaluable “ Sources and Literature of 
English history, from the Earliest Times to 1455.” It is good news that a new 
edition of this work isin preparation. Professor Gross devoted to it his last “ Sab- 
batical Year”—the seventh year of rest granted so wisely by American Univer. 
sities to their teaching staff. Professor Gross’s work is to be continued up to the 
present day. As Mr. Tedder said: “ The historical literature from the end ef the 
15th century to the present day remains to be dealt with, and an Angio-American 
Committee is already at work on the subject, and a practical scheme has been 
elaborated. Such a bibliography as this Committee has in view would be a guide 
to the principal manuscript authorities, as well as a selected list of printed books, 
pamphlets, dissertations, articles in periodicals, dictionaries, encyclopedias, trans.

JEWISH HISTORY IN FICTION. 


The fourth edition of Mr. Jonathan Nield’s “Guide to the Best Historical 
Novels and Tales” (Elkin Mathews) has just been published, and it is interesting 
:o look through his lists to estimate the place which Jewish history occupies in 
English fiction. ‘Mr. Nield arranges his material chronologically, and it is thus 
easy to find the information for which one seeks. Mr. Nield's lists are very full. 
some of the Jewish historical tales which he mentions are quite unknown to 
most veaders, Jewish and Christian. The Jewish selection opens with Wilhelm 
Walloth’s ‘‘ The King’s Treasure House,” Miss L. McQlaw’s ‘ Jezebel.” Church 
and Seeley’s ““ The Hammer,” J. M. Ludlow’s “Deborah,” F. Strauss’ “ Helon’s 
Pilsrimage to Jerasalem,” G. A. Henty’s “‘ The Cat of Bubastes.”

JAAKOFF PRELOOKER. 


The latest publication of this author, whose name is by no means unknown 
to readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, is “ Rassian Flashlights ” (Chapman and 
Hall, 10s. 6d. net), with a biographical introduction by Miss Helena Frank. 
The latter gives a readable account of the life story of the author, written 
from the point of view of an unqualified admirer of his life and work. 
Its principal fault is its length; a briefer treatment would have increased its 
interest for the general reader. ‘ Russian Flashlights” consists, like others. of 
Mr. Prelooker’s books and a number of sketches, all of which deal with Russia 
and some of which have considerable Jewish interest. In many respects the most 
interesting is the last, ‘‘ The Wonderful Buddhist Monk.” The hero of this story. 
the Buddhist Monk, if the statements contained therein are to be taken literally, 
was &@ Melanesian savage in whose island a Jew was wrecked and received by the 
natives asa god. The Jew adopted Mr. Prelooker’s hero Looloosakiewachi-Ho as 
his most intimate associate, tanght him Hebrew and inculcated in him the seeds 
of Pantheism. In due course, the Jew died, and by means of slave raiders 
Looloosakiewachi-Ho left his native island of the South Seas and was introduced 
to the world. Mr. Prelooker tells the story of the ex-savage in his own words. 
which form an interesting, but by no means convincing, narrative. The same 
may be said of Mr. Prelooker’s account of his first meeting with his hero at 
Odessa.

“ Eight centuries of Portuguese Monarchy,” by Mr. V. de Braganca Cunha 
(Stephen Swift), is not a history in the ordinary sense, but a political study, an 
historical essay leading up to the present political condition of the country with 
which it deals. The book is, however, none the less interesting on that account. 
and, in fact, will probably appeal to a larger circle of readers than if it had been 
merely a history of the Portuguese State. In his. rapid introductory sketch, Mr. 
de Braganva Cunha doas not pass unnoticed the Jewish episode in the history of 
his country. No less than four psges, out ofa total of 254, are devoted to the 
Jews and their expulsion from Portugal. The author ofthe preseat volume paints 
a darker picture than even does Graetz or Kayserling of the Manoel I., the 
arch-persecutor of the Jews of Portugal. The latter attributes the King’s intense 
persecution, or, at any rate. the baginning of it, to Spanish influences, and 
specially to that of Manoel’s Spanish bride. His first picture of the K:iag before 
he came under these maliga influences was by no means an unfavourable one. 
Mr. de Bragan’a Canha on his part draws no such picture. ‘' Manoel I.

PROS AND CONS. 


The new edition of the. very useful work of reference: “ Pros and Cons”’ 


(Routledge) contains two articles of Jewish interest, viz., ~ Aliens, Strengthening 
of Laws Regulating the Immigration of,” and “ Jewish State, is the Creation of 
a, Desirable and Practicable?” ‘The previous edition contained a third Jewish 
topic of discussion, “Anti-Semitism in Russia,” but this has now disappeared. 
The course of history since the publication of the previous edition of this work 
has also necessitated some alteration in the title and also the arguments used in 
connection with the first named. In 1906 the article on alien immigration dealt 
merely with the restriction of the immigration of aliens. The arguments used 
pro and con. five years ago are, according to the present editor, not yet obsolete, 
for he reproduces them all, adding, however, three more ‘’ pros ” and two “ cons. 
The principal new arguments in favour of further restriction which commend 
themselves to the editor, Mr. W. T. Swan Sonnenschein, are 


(1)“The strengthening of the laws regulating the admission of aliens to this 
country would not keep out the useful alien. Conditions alter, and what was beneficial 
centuries ago is not so now. Wecan pay too high a price even for a few great men. 
2) ° The absence of anv system of registration in this country makes it impossible for 
the police to keep properly in touch with the latest revolutionary forces pouring in. 
The problem of-maintaining lawand order is rendered impossible ; and the seditious of all 
countries hatch their plots in London.” (3) “ The judges are always commenting on the 
number of alien criminals with which they have to deal: men who are not subjects of 
this country, but who have to be maintained in prison out of the national revenue.” 

The new arguments against are :— 

(1) The right of asylum given to the politically heteredox in England has been the 
reason that the forces of Anarchism have never seriously troubled the English Govern- 
ment and administration. To this we largely owe our immunity from assassinations and 
other violent attempts to subvert the existing order of things. (2) The danger of an 
anti-Semitic outburst in England is more imaginary than real. (3) There are a very 
few alien criminals in this country : In 1410 there were 2,271 alien prisoners, less than 
one per cent. of the whole; whilst there are less aliens in England than in any other 
country except Spain.

THE PROGRESS OF PRACTICAL ZIONISM.” 

This little book is frankly intended for propaganda purposes. To Zionists 
who have kept themselves au cowrant with their movement, it furnishes no fresh 
information. They have long been acquainted with most of the contents of the 
volume, and the little that may until recently have been unfamiliar was to be 
found in the Palestine number of Die Welt, published a vear ago, which found, or 
should have found, its way into the house of every Zionist who takes any living 
interest in the movement. In fact, the present volume is based entirely on that 
number. The book is thus intended for the unconverted, Gentile as well as Jew, 
and is in effect an apologia for the movement, a statement of what has been 
effected during the past fourteen years. Occasionally the writers—for the book is 
in the form of a symposium—leave the past in order to dip into the future. 

Thus Dr. O. Thon in the first essay, ** The Zionist Programme and Practical 
Work in Palestine,,”’ foresees the time when the Turks will recognise the necessity 
to the welfare of their State of Jewish colonisation on a ‘‘wholesale’’ scale. Then 


‘they will have to place a big premium upon Jewish immigration 1n order to secure © 


an ample supply of the most productive, loyal and cultured citizens.’’ Dr. Thon’s 
view is that until that consummation arrives practical work in Palestine, although 
by no means to be deprecated, will not be of very much avail in furtherance of the 
Zionist ideal, except as forming the nucleus on which the larger extensions of the 
future are to base themselves. 

Another contribution that deals with the future rather than the present or the 
past is ‘“* The Jewish Outlook in Palestine,’’ by Dr. Elias Auerbach of Haifa. 
He sees in the Arab population the principal possible hindrance to Jewish 
colonisation on a considerable scale and the consequent securing of an influential 
position in the country. The Arabic element, he says, is gradually 
growing stronger and adopting European methods. He reminds his 
readers that “the land takes its character from the predominant 
element in its population. Palestine is an Arabic land. To make it a Jewish 
land, the Jews must become the principal element in the population.” To Dr. 
Auerbach, as to most other observers, the older Jewish population to be found in 
overwhelming numbers in Jerusalem and other towns—the Chalukah Jews—is 
the hopeless element. If the interests of Jewry rested with them there would 
indeed be no hope for the future of the Jews of Palestine. Far otherwise, how- 
ever, 1s it with the Jews in the colonies. They rise above the level of the most 
progressive Arabs, to a far greater extent even tlan their brethren in the towns 
fall below it. If only all the hundred thousand Jews of Palestine were of the 
calibre of those who have settled in the country within the last quarter-of-a- 
century, the Jews would to-day, without question, hold the economic leadership 


of the country. In many of his aspirations Dr. Auerbach will hold the complete 


sympathy of all Jews, non-Zionist, anti-Zionist, and Zionist. For instance, he is 
enthusiastic for every rightly-directed effort to induce self-dependence and self- 
respect in the Chalukah Jews. He would employ the Chalukah to abolish the 
Chalukah, by applying the money derived from that source in an ever-increasing 
extent to the introduction of the younger urban elements to productive employ- 
ment. More than once he returns to the need fora greater population, and this 
much-desired increase, he opines, can only be supplied by an immigration of 
Jews. But the Jews who settle in Palestine must be prepared to adopt the 
Ottoman nationality. So long as they omit to do so they will be looked at 
askance by the governing authorities, and as the privileges of foreigners are very 
likely to be curtailed before long, it is, and in the future will be even more so, 
to the interest of Jews who make their homes in Palestine to become Turkish 
citizens. 

The book is plentifully illustrated with photographs of persons and places, 
and in the appendix useful information is given concerning the existing colonies, 
the prospect of employment of Jewish citizens, etc., in the country, and the 
institutions attached to the Zionist movement. 


The September issue of the Jewish Review, in addition to an editorial ‘note 
upon the late Chief Rabbi, which recognises his “ outstanding ability ” as having 
“made him pre-eminent as the representative of Anglo-Jewry to the outside 
world,” contains some notable tributes to his memory, the first place among which 
is given very aptly to that of Rabbi Israel Lévi, of Paris.

Grave Knocking. 


After having concluded this prayer, she plucks a blade of grass and places it 
on the tomb of the deceased as a memento to the dead (or, rather, as a symbol of 
resurrection); for there is a tradition that the Neshome 
of the dead does not always rest in the grave. Before she departs, she also entreats 
his pardon for the disturbances and anxities she may. have caused him. — She also 
knocks on the Kevurim, which are adjacent, and begs the dead Sh'chanim D220, 
should her own husband not have been in his grave, that they may kindly repeat 
to bim the weeping, mourning and supplications which have been uttered at his 


tomb by his widow. 
The Bereaved Mother. 


At another grave may be seen a woman bent double with grief, her eves 
galled and red with scalding rheum. Her hands seem withered, and her shoulders 
are wrapped with tattered garments, to protect her from the cold, a clout upon 
her head, which in former, happier and younger days a jewelled Stirntand might 
have adorned, but with which in her misery and poverty she had to part. There 
with dejected countenance she stands by the grave of her son, who most probably 
was her succour, her Parnosé-Geber, and invocates his spirit. There she laments 
his untimely death: she pours the balm of her poor eyes on the tomb of her once 
beloved and only child. We hear her say in her plaintive voice :— 

My child, during thy life-time thon didst vie with the lilies and the half-blown 
rose, thou wert fair and charming, a delight to all beholders, the envy of all thy 
colleagues in the Beth Hamidrash, the observed of all observers; Nature and Fortune 
combined to make thee great and esteemed by all. But now, my son, my pride, thou 
art food for the worms, all thy beauty is vanished. Oh! how does grief fill the room 
where thou didst study the Torah with such diligence andassiduity. Trouble and misery 
lie now in the bed which thou wert wont to adorn: indescribable grief is now my daily 
companion. Memory calls up thy pretty looks, repeats thy words, reminds me of all 
thy gracious parts, decks out all the Molbus'im which thou didst wear during thy life- 
time, with thy beautiful form. Trouble now is my sole companion; O my life! my joy! 
my Parnosé, my Tachshit / my all the world’ fair and gentle son; my widow's comfort 
and my sorrow scure. Now there is nothing more in the world that can give me joy, 
neither the garish sun, nor charming nature. Pray to God to relieve me soon from this 
dreary world, that I may find thee once more and be re-united with thee for ever. 

There the disconsolate mother recites a 7°Chinei, and, groaning, sighing, 
weeping, lamenting and beating her breast—so she takes leave of his Kever. 

Orphans’ Prayer for Counsel. 

At another grave we see orphans, barely clad and shod, surrounding the 
Matzévoh of a parent; there they come, that the deceased may give them comfort 
and advice in their hour of distress. Ts him, their father, who was their 
counsellor, their |ersoryer, they pray that he will appear to them in a vision and 
tell them how they should act in such or such a case, that he would come to them 
in a Cho/em and advise them what business they should begin and how they shall 
gain their sustenance during the approaching bitter and cold winter for themselves 
and their widowed mother. 

Grim Wedding Superstition. 


The month of Ellul ts usually the month when phantoms appear in vision ; 
the apparitions actually come before the waking sight of their relatives and 
friends. It is therefore, during this month that the deceased parent is invited to 
the wedding of one of hischildren, and it is supposed that he really stands some nine 
yards distance from the Chupa. One can imagine that such a wedding, 
especially if it be the wedding of an orphaned girl, is mixed with sadness and 
melancholy. The Aai/iv is brought under the canopy with heartrending words ; 
with a sad voice the Murshélik usually besingt die Kalle and proclaims that the 
invited guests have not come to be cheerful and glad, but rather to show sympathy 
with the bride’s grief because she isa Yésime and has not been permitted to be 
given away by her father. 

One can easily picture to himself the terror and anxiety which take hold of 
the Aaile and the assembled guests when they are conscious of the fact that nine 
yards from the Ciinppahk there stands a disembodied spirit—a wanderer from the 
other world--the father (or perchance the father and mother), returned to bless 
with invisible presence the wedding feast of the orphaned child.

Probably there are few who are aware that the Royal Family when in Nort) 
Wales recently were passing over ground which is almost famous in Anglo-Jewis' 
annals. Many of the settlements in the period which preceded the Expulsio: 
were made within the shadow of royal and baronial castles. Thus Carnarvon wa: 
the site of a Jewish settlement during the first period of Anglo-Jewish histor) 
This town was not the only Jewish outpost in North Wales. It was, im fact, th 
centre of a number of Jewish colonies which extended as far south as Harlec!: 
and as far north as Conway and Rhuddland. In the Isle of Anglesey there were 
two Jewish centres, Newborough and Beaumorris. Towards the Marches, Jew: 
were to be found settled at Flint and Bala, and finally at Criccieth, the home of 
the present Chancellor of the Excheauer. Jews had also settled while the Normans 
and the Plantagenets still reigned. The Jewish population of North Wales in 
those days must have exceeded the present limits; for now small congregations 
are to be found only at Liandudao, Bangor, Rhyl, and Wrexham. 


From North Wales the King went to Scotland, but far fewer traces of the 
Jews are to be found there. In fact, until very recent times Jews were practi- 
cally unknown north of the Tweed. There is a tradition that at the time of the 
Expulsion from England in the thirteenth century, a number of Jews fled to 
Scotland, and it has been suggested that the alleged disinclination of the Scotch 
to partake of swine-flesh is to be attributed tothis cause. Mr. Marion Spielmann, 
in an interview published recently in these columns, mentioned a Jewish family of 
engravers who left Scotland at a time when the existence of Jews in that country 


was quite unknown. He gives no farther information concerning them, and at 


the most we must consider them as isolated wanderers. The present Jewish 
community at Edinburgh is just about a century old, while that at Glasgow is its 


unior by twenty-five years. For all practical purposes the history of the Jews in 
thus covers the last century and no more. 


Reference was made in these columns some time ago to the death of Martin 
Deutsch, who was described by a correspondent as “the last of the Magyar 
Honveds.” The Honveds, the National Guard of Hungary at the time of the 
Revolution of 1848, were amongst the most valiant of the soldiers who fought 
for their country in Kossuth’s War of Independence. At the time of the outbreak 
of this war, their rights of settlement in ungary were restricted and Jews were 
excluded from several cities in that half of the Empire. Nevertheless, immediately 
on the enrolment of the National Guard Jews took their place in it. At Pesth the 
Jewish National Guard formed a separate division: when those at Papa went 
forth to battle, the local Rabbi, Leopold Liéw, joined their ranks. At Pesth the 
forces were blessed by Rabbi Schwab before they marched forth to fight for their 
country. Not only by their number were the Jews of Hungary noteworthy for 
the part which they took in their country’s battles. More than one illustrious 
name stands out in the annals of this time, and when the efforts of the Magyars 
were crushed, with the assistance of Russian troops, many a distinguished Jew 
was forced to flee to a more liberal land. It was in these circumstances that Dr. 
Schiller-Szinessy, Dr. Schechter’s predecessor at Cambridge, and earlier still 
Rabbi at Manchester, joined the ranks of Anglo-Jewry.

T seems very likely that in course of time the Boy Scout movement may make its 
influence felt upon our Lads’ Brigades. The remarkable progress of the former 
organisation is certain proof of the attraction exercised by a natty knicker 
costume,a slouch hat, and a broomstick. Any Jewish lad that is worth his salt 
is enlisting in the local scouts and wielding his long pole with the best of them. 

The increasing popularity of this picturesque movement among our boys leads 
to a far wider problem, one that is destined to exert no inconsiderable influence 
upon the community of to-morrow. 


First and foremost is the question of Saturday parades, or “ meets ” or what- 
ever they may be termed. And that leads to a further question that has 
occasioned some perplexity in the provincial camps—the question of indulgence in 
games and recreations on Sabbaths. Just where this Sabbath desecration 1s going 
to end will depend almost wholly upon the manner in which the spiritual leaders 
of the community intend to tackle it. Is it to be the cricket field or the Sabbath 
school, the tennis court or the synagogue’? At the present time it is no unusual 
thing for a lad to attend synagogue in the morning, take a hurried meal, and 
make his way to the sports ground. | | | 


We are enjoined to make of the Sabbath a day of delight. What constitutes 
‘ delight”? The latter term is nowadays interpreted as ability to knock up the 
highest score, to defeat the rival eight by so many lengths on the local stream, or 
to meet with the great good luck of scoring goals innumerable. Some guidance is 
needed in the matter; some very plain speaking from the pulpits of the metro- 
polis. It is bad enough when, upon reaching maturer years, the young man is 
obliged to attend to his business on the seventh day. More reason, then, for the 
proper observance of the day scout parades and sports days notwithstanding — 
when the lad is in a position to do so. | 


A pleasant little story, throwing a sidelight upon the kindness of Gentile 
cottagers who assume charge of Jewish children for the Country Holidays Fund, 
is contributed by acorrespondent of the local paper. ‘* Whilst sauntering in the 
neighbourhood of Polegate,” the writer narrates, “‘I met a number of children 
whose dark and olive-coloured skins betokened their Oriental origin. I spoke to 
them and elicited the fact that they were Jewish children down here for a fort- 
night’s holiday, under the care of a superintendent, to whose house the children 
led me. In one cottage,” records the writer, ‘a child lay very ill. The room 
appeared to have been changed for the time being into a miniature hospital 
ward. The doctor had been seut for and the cottager had stayed up all night 
with the youngster.” It is nice to hear of these. things from a disinterested 
observer. 


Of course, it is inevitable that occasional grumblings should make themselves 
heard. From one or two letters that I have read, the poorer the children the 
more prone do they seem to find fault with the food and the accommodation pro- 
vided for them. One little East End boy who had been sent away for a whole fort- 
night at an inclusive cost of eighteen pence, told me that he had had “ very little to 
eat.” The child looked well, and bore anything but an ill-fed appearance. So I 
enquired what the daily bill of fare might have been and was really surprised at its 
liberality. And yet the little rascal had had the audacity toassert that he had been 
‘kept short of grub.” This dear little fellow had spent nearly eighteen pence 
before he had been in his new quarters a couple of hours. 


A very happy and most decidedly welcome note was struck at. the excursion 


organised by the managers of a certain East End Hebrew school. We read of a 


very happy day spent in sports and other distractions in a popular Essex beauty 
spot, and of an afternoon which wound up with the recital of Mincha service in a 
synagogue which had for its roof the blue heavens. We must own to being very 
matter-of-fact people indeed if an event of this character fails to thrill. In all my 
experience of Jewish schools and their excursions I have never known others to 
have taken the initiative. But, for the matter of that, it seems the most natural 
thing in the world that a school that has special weekday morning services for its 
children should remain mindful of its obligations even when cut off from the ties 
of town. |

An interview ina musical journal has just brought to light an interesting 


_ reminiscence of Levy, the famous cornet player of another generation, whose per- 


formances at the promenade concerts at Covent Garden were the delight of 
Victorian music-lovers. Levy was a child of the Ghetto. The facts about the 
musician’s early days were elicited in the course of a chat with Lieut. George 
Miller, the popular conductor of the band of the Royal Marines. When the 
lieutenant’s father was in the Guards band, it is recalled, there were no stands 
provided for the players, so that when the band played in public at St. James’s 


Palace it was found necessary to utilise the services of boys to hold the music. 


Young Levy, we are told, “always fought for and obtained the privilege of holding 
for Miller, and the intelligent interest of the lad led Miller to arrange to teach him 
the cornet, and, as history records, the boy become a world-wide celebrity.” The 


genial guardsman was the only teacher Levy ever had.

_Under this title an able and attractive article appeared in the Standard on 
Wednesday last. The writer seems to have something more than a passing 
knowledge of the East End, and he presents his acquaintance with the district and 
its denizens in picturesque and forceful language. For instance, he says in the 
course of the article :— 


In grimy, unlovely Spitalfields, once the home of the Huguenot weavers, I will take 
ou at a bound from the twentieth century to a far less bustling period, for here in 
pitalfields is the orthodox Great Synagogue—a house of prayer wherein striking con- 

trasts are the rule rather than the exception. Worshippers look in at all hours of 

the day. The Jewish hawker will leave his barrow untended in the street beyond and 
spend a few moments in earnest prayer. Observe the complete detachment of the man 
from the streets and his livelihood while he breathes the prayers of ancient 

Zion, contributing later to the collection that is going to help him on the road to 

his beloved J erusalem. Once in the outer world he is the astute huckster again, ready 

to drive a bargain with the keenest of his customers. But the s ogue is the most 
remarkable of all. In no other place of worship will you find a visitor puffing at his 
cigarette almost in the shadow of the Holy Ark, seinitiate forgetful of the sacredness of 
his surroundings. This, however, is by no means frowned upon. ‘These people,’ 

a literary friend ingeniously explained, ‘are on far more intimate terms with their 

Creator than the average synagogue worshipper.’’ No doubt this accounts for the 

anomaly, but it needs a far less ingenuous explanation than this to convince people that 

a prayer from the heart is less ee than when accompanied by the incense of a 

Virginian cigarette! But the sincerity of the worshippers is beyond question.

Now, Sir, let me at once state thatif Mr. Jerevitch had in his mind the | 
‘‘ardiff Congregation, he has. committed himself--if only by inference -to an 
‘injust expression of opinion. Our congregation is at present presided over by a. 
sentleman, who, by his sincerity, impartiality and uprightness, has endeared | 
himself to every individual member, whilst his attitude towards tlie officials. is | 
invariably governed by humanitarian feelings of the highest order. | 

‘Asthe son of an official Iam naturally most interested inthe relationship existing | 
between parnass and official, and I can honestly testify to the fact that local 
conditions in that direction leave nothing to be desired. If, on the other hand. 
Mr. Jerevitch disclaims a reference to Cardiff in his sweeping denunciations of the | 
parnass, I would respectfully ask him how he isin a position to know of the con- | 
ditions prevailing in other congregations, and whether he considers it quite fair to 
paint all parnassim so black.

Why should we be. different from Scotland, Ireland and 
Hngland, the Jews of which have their own Rabbis, of course, under the authority 
of the Chief Rabbi. I should propose to obtain more Rabbis for South Wales, and to 
sect up a Beth Din. This would stop all congregational disputes, and it would generally 
oring better conditions to the Judaism in this part of the country.

The Promenade Concerts at the Queen’s Hall continue to attract large and 
enthusiastic audiences in spite of the continued tropical heat. Last Saturday 
night the hall was thronged, a good testimony to the excellence of the programme. 
No doubt the chief attraction was the second performance of the Waltz from 
Richard Strauss’s “Der Rosenkavalier.”. A second hearing confirms one’s 
previous impression that it is a faithful mirror of Strauss’s musical mentality, 
limpid Mozartian melodies being treated with all the masterly orchestration for 
which Strauss is noted. Another item in the same programme which requires 
special mention was the performance of Max Bruch’s * Kol Nidrei,” the solo 
violoncello being. played by Mr. Jacques Renard, of the Queen’s Hall Orchestra. 
Mr. Renard scored a distinut success, his beauty of tone and masterly teclinique 
well deserving the warm applause of the audience. These qualities were again in 
evidence on Tuesday night in Dr. Walford Davies’s “Solemn Melody for Organ 
and Strings,” which, as usual, had to be repeated. On the same evening, Landon 


Ronald’s scena, “ The Lament of Shah Jehan,” was given, the vocalist being Mr. 
Wilfrid Douthitt.

What Jews Have Done for America. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,-Having readin the Jewrsu of last week Dr. Pereira Mendes 
interesting address given on board the “ Rotterdam,” “ What the Jews have done for 
America, I regret to see that although he mentions Christopher Columbus and says 
"the two men who financed his epoch-making expedition were two men of 
the Jewish race, Santagel and Sanchez,’ he omits to state that several other Jews played 
most important parts im the discovery of America. Abraham Zacuto compiled the 
astronomical tables that were constantly used by Columbus and which on one occasion, 
saved the life of the navigator. And on this, his first voyage to America his map was drawn 
by Ribes the “ map-Jew,’ Dr. Bernal was his ship's doctor and Rodrigo Sanchez his 
superintendent, both Jews. The Jewish sailor, Rodriguez de Triana, was the first to 
see land, and his interpreter, Luis de Torres, was the first to set foot on shore. (For 
verification of these facts see Hyamson’s “ History of the Jews in England.”’) I hope 
you will find room to insert this letter, my only excuse for seeking to trespass upon your 
valuable space is that I feel sure it cannot fail to interest those of your readers who 
do not already know these facts. : .

A PROUD MAN. 


Samuel Butler, who lived about 1620—the exact 
date of his birth is unknown—will ever remain famous 
for his character studies. Readers of “ Young Israel ” 
will not fail toappreciate what he has to say on the proud 
man, of whom he writes that he isa fool in fermenta- 
tion, that swells and boils over like a porridge-pot. He 
sets his feathers like an owl, to swell and seem bigger 
than he is. He is troubled with a tumour and inflam- 
mation of self-conceit that renders every part of him 
stiff and uneasy. He is hig own gallant, and makes 
most passionate addresses to his own dear perfections. 
He commits idolatry to himself and worships his own 
image. He is his own favourite, and advances himself 
not only above his own merit, but all mankind. 
He gives place to no man _ but himself, and 
that with very great distance to all others, 
whom he esteems not worthy to approach him. 
He is so proud that he is as hard to be acquainted with 
himself as with others, for he is very apt to forget who 
he is, and knows himself only superficially ; therefore 
he treats himself civilly as a stranger, with ceremony 
and compliment, but admits of no privacy. He strives 
to look bigger than himself, as well as others, and is no 
better than a parasite and flatterer. A little flood will 
make a shallow torrent swell above its banks, and rage 
and foam and yield a roaring noise, while a deep, silent 
stream glides quietly on. So a vain-glorious, insolent, 
proud man swells with a little frail property, grows big 
and loud, and overtiows his bounds, and when he sinks, 
leaves mud and dirt behind him. His carriage is as 
glorious and haughty, as if he were advanced on 
men’s shoulders or tumbled over their heads 
like knipper dolling. He fancies himself a calosse, and 
so he is, for his head holds no proportion to his body, 
and his foundation is lesser than his upper stories. We 
can naturally take no view of ourselves, unless we look 

downwards, to teach us how humble admirers we ought 
to be of our own values.
